BECHSTEIN CONCERT GRAND PIANOFORTE. 
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A SHORT HISTORY 


OF THE 


Royal Academy of Music. 


-- 


Тнів Royal and National Institution, founded in the year 1822, through 
the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh 
Earl of Westmorland, was opened to the public on March 24, 
1828, under the direct patronage of His Majesty King George IV., 
whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual donation of 
one hundred guineas. One of the last official acts of the monarch 
was the signing, on June 28, 1880, only three days before his death, 
of the Charter granted to the School. His successor, King William IV., 
was also a Patron of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary con- 
tribution to its funds. In 1884, by his royal command, the proceeds 
of the Handel Festival held in Westminster Abbey, at which 
the students of the Academy took part in the performance of “ Israel 
in Egypt,” were divided equally between the Royal Society of 
Musicians of Great Britain, the Choral Fund, the New Musical Fund, 
and the Royal Academy of Music, the Academy benefiting thereby to 
the extent of £2,250. 

Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, on her accession to the throne 
in 1887, graciously continued the patronage and support extended 
to the Academy by her two predecessors, and, together with the late 
Prince Consort, honoured with her presence a Concert which was 
given for the benefit of the School in 1858. 

While Prince and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King 
Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinction 
upon the Academy by graciously attending, in person, the Distribution 
of Prizes in St. James’s Hall in the year 1897, and the Sovereign 
still bestows the unbroken interest and Royal support which the 
Institution has enjoyed since its foundation. 

On the lamented death of H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious accept- 
ance of the Presidentship by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and 
Strathearn. 

The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are ‘to 
promote the Cultivation of the Science of Music, and to afford facilities 
for attaining perfection in it by assisting with general instruction all 
persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof." 

During the early part of its career, ‘‘ Academic '' Concerts for the 
benefit of the Institution were given by the Directors, in which, 
although the celebrated artists and musicians of the day contributed 
largely to the programmes, the orchestral class and a few of the 
more prominent students of singing took part. But it is worthy of 
mention that, as early as 1828, the Royal Academy of Music Students 
were permitted to give a Concert before King George IV. in St. James’s 
Palace. In the same, and also in the following year, a series of Italian 
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Operas (the vocalists as well as the orchestra being composed entirely 
of Royal Academy of Music Students) took place in the English Opera 
House and King's Theatre; ‘Il Barbiére," “ L’Inganno Felice,’’ 
** L'Italiana in Algeria," :«1] Matrimonio Segreto,” and ‘‘ Cosi fan 
Tutte'' being the operas performed. The third and fourth perform- 
ances in England of Beethoven's Ninth Symphony were given in 1885 
and 1836, under the direction of Mr. Charles Lucas; also the first 
performance in England of Haydn's “ Seasons.’ As the School 
developed, these performances were continued—first in the Hanover 
Square Rooms, and afterwards in St. James’s Hall, Piccadilly, and 
Queen's Hall. Thus for many years the Students have been 
constantly before the public. 

Since 1868 the number of Students has annually increased, and, 
as occasion demanded, additions to the building have been made. 
The concert room was enlarged to its present dimensions, and the 
lease of No. 5, Tenterden Street acquired, in 1876. Subsequently, a 
house in the adjoining street was taken, and again, in 1892, it was 
found necessary to add yet another house (No. 6, Tenterden Street) 
to those already occupied. 

Thecurriculum, whichineludes tuitionin all branchesof music, and 
the study of elocution and languages, is comprehensive and complete. 

The School has, since its foundation, never failed to retain its 
leading position, and within recent years the educational course has 
been augmented by the institution of the sight-reading classes; 
the operatic and dramatic classes; classes for ensemble practice; 
the students' fortnightly concerts; weekly lectures; and the addition 
of deportment, stage-daneing, fencing, and physical drill classes. 

Owing to the great and increasing interest taken in the Dramatic 
Class, and the marked ability displayed by many of the Students in 
aeting and elocution, the Committee have, with a view to the further 
encouragement of these Arts, decided to permit each of them to be 
made a subject of principal study in connection with a suitable musical 
curriculum in either case. 

For many years the Royal Aeademy of Musie held Local 
Examinations throughout the kingdom, which were popular and 
luerative. In order, however, to raise the standard of these exami- 
nations, and assist the publie towards the elimination of defective 
instruction in music, the Royal Academy of Music entered into 
negotiations with the Royal College of Music for combined action in 
the matter. These negotiations happily resulted in a union of the 
forces of the two Institutions for the purposes of Local Examinations 
in Music, and the formation, in the year 1889, of the “ Associated 
Board," under the Presidency of His late Majesty King Edward VII., 
then Prince of Wales. 

The work of the ** Associated Board ” of the two great Chartered 
Schools of Musie has produced excellent results. The scheme 
includes the Local Examination of Schools, as well as ** Local Centre ” 
Examinations, and has recently been extended to the Colonies. 

The Academy continues its own separate Examination in London 
(independent of Academy Teaching) of Music Teachers and Performers. 
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This is known as the ‘ Metropolitan Examination." Successful 
Candidates at this Examination, which increases annually in popular 
estimation, receive Diplomas certifying to their proficiency, and are 
ereated, by the Direetors, Lieentiates of the Royal Academy of Music. 


Àn examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voiee Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for children has 
been established, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age and 
whether educated at the Academy or elsewhere. Successful candidates 
receive a certificate of proficiency. As a preparation for the above- 
named examination, courses of lectures are given at the Academy 
periodically. These lectures are open to students and non-students 
on payment of a small fee. 


Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to July, 
1911,the workof the Academy had been carried on at Tenterden 
Street, Hanover Square, beginning with one house and adding 
others as the number of pupils increased, until at last six 
houses were absorbed and no further extension could be made. 
The need for more commodious and more suitable premises 
having become urgent, the Directors secured a new site in the 
Marylebone Road, and the foundation stone of the new building 
was laid by Lord Strathcona on July 14,1910. The building is 
now completed, and the work of the Academy was transferred 
to it in time to commence the new session at Michaelmas, 
1911. The new Academy is central and easily reached; it is 
near the termini of three main lines (viz, Great Western, 
Great Central, and London and North Western Railways), and 
is conveniently situated also for access by various '''Tubes" 
and omnibus services. 


Though they cannot forsake the old home of the Academy 
without feelings of regret, the Governing Bodies feel much 
gratification in being able to provide a building specially 
designed for the work of the School and affording the professors 
and students ample accommodation for carrying on their 
studies under better conditions than were obtainable in the old 
building.

CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT. 


The Academy is incorporated by Royal Charter, granted June 23, 
1880, and, as provided therein, is governed by a President, four Vice- 
Presidents, Board of Directors, Committee of Management, Chairman, 
and Treasurer, all of whom are elected from among the members of 
the body corporate. Acting under these are the House Committee, 
the Principal, and the executive officials. 

Membership in the Corporation is unlimited, and all classes of 
Subseribing Members are eligible for election on the Directorate and 
the Committee of Management.

The Academy is open to Students of both sexes and of all ages, 
subject to the approval of the Principal and the passing of the Entrance 
Examination (see p. 23). Students consist of— 


SCHOLARS, 
ExHIBITIONERS, 
PAYING STUDENTS. 
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The holder of any Scholarship or Exhibition is ineligible for 
future competitions for that particular Seholarship or Exhibition. 

There are fifty-six Scholarships and Exhibitions in active 
operation at present. They are obtainable by competition only, and, 
except where the contrary is stated, both Students and Non- 
students are eligible. Asa rule, they are tenable for three years ; but 
the conditions of competition and tenure vary in accordance with the 
wishes of the respective founders. Full partieulars and entry forms 
are obtainable on application to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to 
the competitions. The holder of a Scholarship or Exhibition is, 
during the tenure of the same, ineligible to compete for any other 
Scholarship or Exhibition. The holder of a Scholarship is subject 
to periodical examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress be not 
given, the Committee may declare the Scholarship vacant, and hold 
a new election for the residue of the term thereof. The Scholarships

Ordinary Paying Students are admitted at the commencement of 
each Term and Half-Term. Before entering, they are examined by the 
Principal or Curator. 


This Examination is in no sense competitive, and persons are 
" accepted as Students provided they give evidence of careful pre- 
liminary training or of sufficient natural ability. The objects of 
the Examination are (1) to enable the Principal to Judge as to the 
general fitness of a candidate for acceptance as a Student: (2) to 
ascertain the degree of proficiency already attained by the candidate: 


and (3), if accepted, to make the necessary arrangements for professors 
and classes.

The fee for this Examination is 1 Guinea, which amount should 
be forwarded, with the printed form of application for admission 
(obtainable from the Secretary), at least three days before the date of 
examination. Ifthe applicant become a Student, this fee is considered 
as part payment of the entrance fee of 5 Guineas. 


The appointment of Students to the various Professors is left 
absolutely to the discretion of the Principal, who, however, as far as 
possible, endeavours to meet the wishes of Students in this respect. 


Students are not admitted for a shorter period than three Terms, 


nor, except as stated in the following paragraph, for less than the 
ordinary curriculum. 


A limited number of Wind Instrument Students are received for 
a modified course of study at a proportionately lower fee. (See p. 21.) 


To obtain the highest awards of the Academy, a course of at least 
three years’ study is requisite. 


At least fourteen days’ notice of the removal ofa Student is required. 


Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary, the fees 
for half a Term shall be payable. 


There is no limit to the age of Paying Students. 


It is open to any person to assist Students by paying the whole or 
a portion of their fees, by subseribing to the Fund established for 
that purpose (see p. 28), or by founding Exhibitions, &c.

Lectures on the History of Music and Musicians are given weekly

Students and Members are admitted to these lectures without charge. 

Students areusually required toattend on threeorfour days per week, 
and for the greater part of the day. Lessons are given between 9 a.m.and 
(p.m. In no case can Students be accepted for evening lessons only.

Attendance at the classes in which 
they are taught is therefore optional, and an additional fee is charged 
to those Students who join them, with the exception that Students 
whose Prineipal Study is Singing are not required to pay the 
additional fee for the Dietion Class.

ANNUAL EXAMINATION OF STUDENTS. 


Annually, in the Midsummer Term, every Student who has 
attended throughout the Academie year is required to undergo an 
examination in each subject of study pursued by him or her. These 
examinations are conducted by Boards of Examiners appointed by the 
Committee of Management. 

To such Students as show sufficient progress, awards are made as 
follows :

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REPORTS. 

A report on the progress of each Student is made annually by the 
Professors concerned, and is transmitted by the Principal to the parents 
or guardians of the Student. Special reports of a similar character are 
made when desirable. 


SUB-PROFESSORSHIPS. 

All Students are taught with a view to the possibility of their 
becoming teachers, and, as a mark of particular distinction, advanced 
Students are appointed Sub-Professors and are required to give 
instruction in the Academy under the supervision of their own Pro- 
fessors. This appointment is for a period not exceeding three years, 
and is relinquished if the Student leave the Academy before the 
expiration of the period. 


EXAMINATION ON LEAVING, DISTINCTIONS, &c. 

On leaving the Institution, Students who have attended more 
than three Terms may be examined by the Principal. If the 
examination prove satisfactory they receive a Certificate of their 
qualification as teacher, performer, or both; and such Students 
as show special merit and ability at this examination are eligible, 
on the recommendation of the Committee of Management, to 
receive the distinction of being elected, by the Directors, Associates 
of the Institution, with the privilege of the use after their names of 
the letters A.R.A.M. (See Regulation (a), р. 26.) | 

Students who distinguish themselves in the Musical Profession 
after quitting the Institution may, on the recommendation of the 
Committee of Management, be elected, by the Directors, Associates 
or Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, with the privilege of the 
use after their names of the letters A.R.A.M. and F.R.A.M. respectively. 

No Student, nor any Past Student not being an Associate or 
Fellow of the Academy, is under any circumstances entitled to use 
these distinguishing letters. 

No Student is allowed to take part in any publie performance, or 
publish any composition, or enter into any professional engagement, 
without the permission of the Principal. 


CONCERTS. OPERATIC AND DRAMATIC 
PERFORMANCES. 

Evidence of the progress made by the Students is given at the 
Fortnightly Concerts held during Term time in the Academy, and by 
Publie Chamber and Orchestral Concerts given twice every Term in such 
Metropolitan Concert Hall as the Committee may select. Friends 
of Students and Subscribers to the Institution receive tickets for these 
Concerts. 

From time to time since the year 1828 publie performances of 
Opera have been given by the Students, both at the Academy 
and in. Metropolitan Theatres. The list for the last ten years com- 
prises selections from fifty-six operas, and the performance of six 
complete works. 
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THE ANGELINA GOETZ LIBRARY. 


(Founded by Miss Alice and Messrs. Ludovie and Charles Goetz, 1908, 
in Memory of their Mother.) 


This library contains about 850 scores of modern works, and is 
open to Professors and Students during Term time, from 10 to 5 daily, 
except on Saturdays, when it is closed | at lo PETER: 


THE LENDING LIBRARY. 


The Musie Library, which has been enriched by a large 
number of Orchestral Scores, the gift of Messrs. Novello & Co., Ltd., 
is open for the use of Students, who are responsible for works which 
they borrow, and liable for any loss or damage of the same. 

The Royal Academy of Music has received a welcome gift in the 
form of some 200 volumes of Music, chiefly consisting of old church 
music and modern operas of the French School. This was the bulk 
of the library formed by the late Arthur Prendergast, and it ineludes 
nearly the entire voeal and instrumental works of Charles Gounod, 

Jallets by Delibes, Widor, &c., Operas by Rubinstein, Meyerbeer, 
Wagner, Mozart, Gluck and many others. The church music 
comprises, besides the Masses of Haydn, Mozart and Cherubini, many 
volumes of Anthems and Services by the great English Church 
composers. 


LODGINGS FOR STUDENTS. 


There is no accommodation in the Academy for resident Students. 
For the convenience of Parents, Guardians, and Students, a list of 
persons who are desirous of receiving Students as boarders, and who 
have given references as to their fitness and respectability, is kept. 
This list is open to inspection at all times, and a copy thereof will be 
sent to the parents or friends of intending Students on application to 
the Secretary. 


LUNCHEONS, &c. 
Arrangements are made for the supply of luncheons, teas, and 
light refreshments, under the supervision of the House Committee 
and the Secretary, and, as nearly as possible, at cost price. 


STUDENTS’ PRACTICE. 

Owing to want of space, general practice cannot be permitted at 
the Academy. Two practice organs have, however, been erected for the 
convenience of Students, and certain rooms with pianofortes are placed 
at their disposal for private practice, when convenient.

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BYE-LAWS RELATING TO DISTINCTIONS. 


(a).— Students who show special merit and ability in the examination 
referred to in Regulation XV. of the Committee of Manage- 
ment shall—upon production to the Directors of a Certificate 
signed by the Chairman of the Committee or by the Principal 
Music Professor to that effect, and also showing that the said 
Students passed the said Examination on, or, as the case may 
be, during the term next after, leaving the Academy, or at 
such later date as the Directors in their discretion shall decide 
— receive the additional distinction of being elected, by the 
Directors, Associates of the Institution. 


(6). —Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any 
of the subjects whieh form part of the course of study at the 
Academy, but who have not passed any such examination as 
aforesaid, may also, upon the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management, be elected by the Directors Associates of the 
Institution. 

(c).— Existing Associates of the Royal Academy of Music, and Associates 
elected under these bye-laws, and no other persons, shall be 
entitled to the use after their names of the initials A. R. A.M. 


(d).—Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any of 
{һе subjects whieh form part of the course of study at the 
Academy, or who have rendered distinguished service to the 
Institution, may, on the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management and the written certificate of the Principal 
Musie Professor, be elected, by the Direetors, Fellows of the 
Royal Academy of Music. 


(e).—The number of Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music shall be 
limited to one hundred. 


( f).—Existing Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, and Fellows 
elected under this Rule, and no other persons, shall be entitled 
to the use after their names of the initials F.R.A.M. 


(7).—Persons who pass successfully the examinations held in London, 
independent of the Academy teaching, for the Licentiateship 
shall—upon production to the Directors of a Certificate signed 
by the Chairman of the Committee to that effect—be elected 
by the Directors Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music, 
and shall receive diplomas signed by the Principal Music 
Professor and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musical 
profession in which respectively they have been examined.

THE METROPOLITAN EXAMINATION. 


An Examination, independent of Academy teaching, of Musical 
Composers, Performers, and Teachers, is held at the Academy twice 
a year—viz., during the Summer and Christmas Vacations. Successful 
candidates thereat are created by the Directors, Licentiates of the 
Royal Academy of Music, with the exclusive right to the use after 
their names of the initials L.R.A.M., and receive Diplomas, signed 
by the Principal and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musical 
profession in which, respectively, they have been examined. 

During the last ten years 9,884 Candidates have presented 
themselves for this examination, of whom an average of 80:59 per 
cent. have passed. 

The Syllabus of the next Examination, and all further information 
relating thereto, may be obtained from the Secretary on application. 

The last day on which names and exercises can be received will 
be, for the First Period, June 30; and, for the Second Period, 
October 81. 

The Syllabus of the L.R.A.M. Examination is published annually 
at Easter, and will be sent on application at that time or after. Each 
syllabus applies to the Examination held at the following Michaelmas 
and Christmas. 


Àn Examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for Children is now 
established. "The said Examination is held at the Royal Academy of 
Musie, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age, and whether 
educated at the Academy or elsewhere. The Examination is held twice 
a year during the Academy Summer and Christmas Vacations. The fee 
payable is £3 3s., and successful candidates receive a certificate of pro- 
ficiency.

BECHSTEIN CONCERT GRAND PIANOFORTE. 
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A SHORT HISTORY. 


OF THE 


Royal Academy of Music. 


= 


Tris Royal and National Institution, founded in the year 1822, through 
the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh 
Earl of Westmorland, was opened to the public on March 24, 
1823, under the direct patronage of His Majesty King George IV., 
whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual donation of 
one hundred guineas. One of the last official acts of the monarch 
was the signing, on June 28, 1880, only three days before his death, 
of the Charter granted to the School. His successor, King William IV., 
was also а Patron of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary con- 
tribution to its funds. In 1884, by his royal command, the proceeds 
of the Handel Festival held in Westminster Abbey, at which 
the students of the Academy took part in the performance of ** Israel 
in Egypt," were divided equally between the Royal Society of 
Musicians of Great Britain, the Choral Fund, the New Musical Fund, 
and the Royal Academy of Musie, the Academy benefiting thereby to 
the extent of £2,950. 

Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, on her accession to the throne 
in 1887, graciously continued the patronage and support extended 
{о the Academy by her two predecessors, and, together with the late 
Prince Consort, honoured with her presence a Concert which was 
given for the benefit of the School in 1858. 

While Prince and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King 
Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinction 
upon the Academy by graciously attending, in person, the Distribution 
of Prizes in St. James's Hall in the year 1897, and the Sovereign 
stil bestows the unbroken interest and Royal support which the 
Institution has enjoyed since its foundation. 

On the lamented death of H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious accept- 
ance of the Presidentship by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and 
Strathearn. 

The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “ to 
promote the Cultivation of the Science of Music, and to afford facilities 
for attaining perfection in it by assisting with general instruction all 
persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof.” 

During the early part of its career, ** Academic ” Concerts for the 
benefit of the Institution were given by the Direetors, in which, 
although the celebrated artists and musicians of the day contributed 
largely to the programmes, the orchestral elass and a few of the 
more prominent students of singing took part. But it is worthy of 
mention that, as early as 1828, the Royal Academy of Music Students 
were permitted to give a Concert before King George IV. in St. James's 
Palace. In the same, and also in the following year, a series of Italian 
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Operas (Ше vocalists as well as the orchestra being composed entirely 
of Royal Academy of Musie Students) took place in the English Opera 
House and King’s Theatre; “П Barbiére," “ L'Inganno Felice,’ 
« L'Italiana in Algeria," “ ΤΙ Matrimonio Segreto," and ‘ Cosi fan 
Tutte’? being the operas performed. The third and fourth perform- 
ances in England of Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony were given in 1835 
and 1836, under the direction of Mr. Charles Lueas; also the first 
performance in England of Haydn's “ Seasons." As the School 
developed, these performances were continued—first in the Hanover 
Square Rooms, and afterwards in St. James's Hall, Piccadilly, and 
Queen’s Hall. Thus for many years the Students have been 
constantly before the public. 

Since 1868 the number of Students has annually increased, and, 
as occasion demanded, additions to the building have been made. 
The concert room was enlarged to its present dimensions, and the 
lease of No. 5, Tenterden Street acquired, in 1876. Subsequently, & 
house in the adjoining street was taken, and again, in 1892, it was 
found necessary to add yet another house (No. 6, Tenterden Street) 
to those already occupied. 

Thecurriculum, which includes tuition in all branchesof music, and 
the study of elocution and languages, 18 comprehensive and complete. 

The School has, since its foundation, never failed to retain its 
leading position, and within recent years the educational course has 
been augmented by the institution of the sight-reading classes; 
the operatic and dramatic classes; classes for ensemble practice; 
the students’ fortnightly concerts; weekly lectures ; and the addition 
of deportment, stage-dancing, fencing, and physical drill classes. 

Owing to the great and increasing interest taken in the Dramatic 

Class, and the marked ability displayed by many of the Students in 
acting and elocution, the Committee have, with a view to the further 
encouragement of these Arts, decided to permit each of them to be 
made a subject of principal study in connection with a suitable musical 


curriculum in either case. 

For many years the Royal Academy of Music held Local 
Examinations throughout the kingdom, which were popular and 
lucrative. In order, however, to raise the standard of these exami- 
nations, and assist the public towards the elimination of defective 


instruction in music, the Royal Academy of Music entered into 
negotiations with the Royal College of Music for combined action in 
the matter. These negotiations happily resulted in a union of the 


forces of the two Institutions for the purposes of Local Examinations 
in Music, and the formation, in the year 1889, of the *' Associated 
Board,” under the Presidency of His late Majesty King Edward VII., 
then Prinee of Wales. 

The work of the “ Associated Board ” of the two great Chartered 
Schools of Musie has produced excellent results. The scheme 
ineludes the Local Examination of Schools, as well as « Local Centre” 
Examinations, and has recently been extended to the Colonies. 

Тһе Academy continues its own separate Examination in London 
‚(independent of Academy Teaching) of Music Teachers and Performers. 
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This is known as the ‘ Metropolitan Examination." Successful 
Candidates at this Examination, which increases annually in popular 
estimation, receive Diplomas certifying to their proficiency, and are 
created, by the Directors, Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music. 


An examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for children has 
been established, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age and 
whether educated at the Academy or elsewhere. Successful candidates 
receive a certificate of proficiency. Аз a preparation for the above- 
named examination, courses of lectures are given at the Academy 
periodically. These lectures are open to students and non-students 
on payment of a small fee. 


Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to J uly, 
1911, the work of the Academy had been carried on at Tenterden 
Street, Hanover Square, beginning with one house and adding 
others as the number of pupils increased, until at last six 
houses were absorbed and no further extension could be made. 
The need for more commodious and more suitable premises 
having become urgent, the Directors secured а new site in the 
Marylebone Road, and the foundation stone of the new building 
was laid by Lord Strathcona on July 14,1910. The building is 
now completed, and the work of the Academy was transferred 
to it in time to commence the new session at Michaelmas, 
1911. The new Academy is central and easily reached; it is 
near the termini of three main lines (viz. Great Western, 
Great Central, and London and North Western Railways), and 
is conveniently situated also for access by various “ Tubes” 
and omnibus services. 


Though they cannot forsake the old home of the Academy 
without feelings of regret, the Governing Bodies feel much 
gratification in being able to provide a building specially 
designed for the work of the School and affording the professors 
and students ample accommodation for carrying on their 


studies under better conditions than were obtainable in the old 
building.

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CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT. 


The Academy 18 incorporated by Royal Charter, granted June 25, 
1830, and, as provided therein, is governed by a President, four Vice- 
Presidents, Board of Directors, Committee of Management, Chairman, 
and Treasurer, all of whom are elected from among the members of 
the body corporate. Acting under these are the House Committee, 
the Principal, and the executive officials. 

Membership in the Corporation is unlimited, and all classes of 
Subscribing Members are eligible for election on the Directorate and 


the Committee of Management.

They are obtainable by competition only, and, 
except where the contrary is stated, both Students and Non- 
students are eligible. Asa rule, they are tenable for three years ; but 
the eonditions of competition and tenure vary in accordance with the 
wishes of the respective founders. Full particulars and entry forms 
are obtainable on application to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to 
the competitions. The holder of a Scholarship or Exhibition 18, 
during the tenure of the same, ineligible to compete for any other 
Scholarship or Exhibition. The holder of a Scholarship is subject 
to periodical examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress be not 
given, the Committee may declare the Scholarship vacant, and hold 
a new election for the residue of the term thereof.

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PAYING STUDENTS. 


Ordinary Paying Students are admitted at the commencement of 


each Term and Half-Term. Before entering, they are examined by the 
Principal or Curator. 


This Examination is in no sense competitive, and persons are 
accepted as Students provided they give evidence of careful pre- 
liminary training or of sufficient natural ability. The objects of 
the Examination are (1) to enable the Principal to judge as to the 
general fitness of a candidate for acceptance as a Student; (2) to 
ascertain the degree of profieiency already attained by the candidate ; 


and (8), if accepted, to make the necessary arrangements for professors 
and classes. 


The fee for this Examination is 1 Guinea, whieh amount should 
be forwarded, with the printed form of application for admission 
(obtainable from the Seeretary), at least three days before the date of 
examination. If the applicant become a Student, this fee is considered 
as part payment of the entrance fee of 5 Guineas. 


The appointment of Students to the various Professors is left 
absolutely to the discretion of the Principal, who, however, as far as 
possible, endeavours to meet the wishes of Students in this respect. 


Students are not admitted for а shorter period than three Terms, 
nor, except as stated in the following paragraph, for less than the 
ordinary curriculum. 


A limited number of Wind Instrument Students are received for 
a modified course of study at a proportionately lower fee. (See p. 25.) 


To obtain the highest awards of the Academy, a course of at least 
three years’ study is requisite. | 
At least fourteen days’ notice of the removal ofa Student is required. 


Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary, the fee, 
for half a Term shall be payable. 


There is no limit to the age of Paying Students. 


It is open to any person to assist Students by paying the whole or 
a portion of their fees, by subscribing to the Fund established for 
that purpose (see p. 32), or by founding Exhibitions, &c.

Attendance at the above classes is obligatory, except under special 
circumstances and with the written permission of the Principal or Curator. 

8.— Ensemble Playing—Six hours per week, if approved by the

9.—Lectures on Music and Musicians—From time to time, as 
announced by the Committee. 

10.— Wind Instrument Students accepted under the arrangement 
referred to on page 23 receive two individual lessons of thirty 
minutes per week on their respectiveinstruments, one hour’slesson per 
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week in Harmony, in class, and have the privilege of attending the 
Sight Singing and Ensemble Classes and Orchestral Practices. 

Attendance at the classes numbered 8 and 9 is not obligatory. 

The Subjects printed in italics in the list on p. 94 are extra 
to the ordinary course of study. Attendance at the classes in which 
they are taught is therefore optional, and an additional fee is charged 
to those Students who join them, with the exception that Students 
whose Prineipal Study is Singing are not required to рау the 
additional fee for the Diction Class. Certain of these subjects 
may, however, with the sanction of the Principal, be adopted as 
Second Study.

CONCERTS. OPERATIC AND DRAMATIC 
PERFORMANCES. 

Evidence of the progress made by the Students is given at the 
Fortnightly Concerts held during Term time in the Academy, and by 
Public Chamber and Orchestral Concerts given twice every Term in such 
Metropolitan Concert Hall as the Committee may select. Friends 
of Students and Subscribers to the Institution receive tickets for these 
Concerts. | 

From time to time singe the year 1828 publie performances of 
Opera have been given by the Students, both at ihe Academy 
and in Metropolitan Theatres. The list for the last ten years com- 
prises selections from fifty-six operas, and the performance of six 
complete works. 
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THE ANGELINA GOETZ LIBRARY. 
(Founded by Miss Alice and Messrs. Ludovic and Charles Goetz, 1908, 
in Memory of their Mother.) 

This library contains about 850 scores of modern works, and is 
open to Professors and Students during Term time, from 10 to 5 daily, 
except on Saturdays, when it is closed at 1 o'clock. 


THE LENDING LIBRARY. 

The Musie Library, which has been enriched by a large 
number of Orchestral Scores, the gift of Messrs. Novello & Co., Ltd., 
is open for the use of Students, who are responsible for works 
they borrow, and liable for any loss or damage of the same. 

The Royal Academy of Music has received a welcome gift in the 
form of some 200 volumes of Music, chiefly consisting of old church 
music and modern operas of the French School. This was the bulk 
of the library formed by the late Arthur Prendergast, and it includes 
nearly the entire vocal and instrumental works of Charles Gounod, 
Ballets by Delibes, Widor, &c., Operas by Rubinstein, Meyerbeer, 
Wagner, Mozart, Gluck and many others. The church music 
comprises, besides the Masses of Haydn, Mozart and Cherubini, many 


volumes of Anthems and Services by the great English Church 
composers.

Students who show special merit and ability in the examination 
referred to in Regulation XV. of the Committee of Manage- 
ment shall—upon production to the Directors of а Certificate

Music Professor to that effect, and also showing that the said 
Students passed the said Examination on, or, ав the case may 
be, during the term next after, leaving the Academy, or at 
such later date as the Directors in their discretion shall decide 
— receive the additional distinetion of being elected, by the 
Directors, Associates of the Institution. 


(b).— Past Students who have distinguished themselves in апу 

of the subjects which form part of the course of study at the 

Academy, but who have not passed any such examination 88 
aforesaid, may also, upon the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management, be eleeted by the Directors Associates of the 
Institution. 

(ο).--- Existing Associates of the Royal Academy of Music, and Associates 
eleeted under these bye-laws, and no other persons, shall be 
entitled to the use after their names of the initials A.R.A.M. 


(d).—Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any of 
the subjects which form part of the course of study at the 
Academy, or who have rendered distinguished service to the 

Institution, may, on the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management and the written certificate of the Principal 
Music Professor, be elected, by the Directors, Fellows of the 
Royal Academy of Music. 


(e).—The number of Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music shall be 
limited to one hundred. 


( f).— Existing Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, and Fellows 
elected under this Rule, and no other persons, shall be entitled 
to the use after their names of the initials F.R.A.M.

THE METROPOLITAN EXAMINATION. 


An Examination, independent of Academy teaching, of Musical 
Composers, Performers, and Teachers, is held at the Academy twice 
a year—viz., during the Summer and Christmas Vacations. Successful 
candidates thereat are created by the Directors, Licentiates of the 
Royal Academy of Musie, with the exclusive right to the use after 
their names of the initials L.R.A.M., and receive Diplomas, signed 
by the Principal and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musical 
profession in which, respectively, they have been examined. 

During the last ten years 9,884 Candidates have presented 
themselves for this examination, of whom an average of 80:59 per 
cent. have passed. 

The Syllabus of the next Examination, and all further information 
relating thereto, may be obtained from the Secretary on application. 

The last day on which names and exercises can be received will 
be, for the First Period, June 90; and, for the Second Period, 
October 81. 

The Syllabus of the L.R.A.M. Examination is published annually 
at Easter, and will be sent on application at that time or after. Each 


syllabus applies to the Examination held at the following Michaelmas 
and Christmas. 


Àn Examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for Children is now 
established. The said Examination is held at the Royal Academy of 
Musie, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age, and whether 
educated at the Academy or elsewhere. The Examination is held twice 
a year during the Academy Summer and Christmas Vacations. The fee 
payable is £3 9s., and successful candidates receive a certificate of pro- 
ficiency. Asa preparation for the above-named Examination, courses 
of Lectures are given at the Academy periodically.

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A SHORT HISTORY 


OF THE 


Royal Academy of Music. 


> 


Tuis Royal and National Institution, founded in the year 1822, through 
the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh 
Karl of Westmorland, was opened to the public on March 24, 
1828, under the direct patronage of His Majesty King George IV., 
whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual donation of 
one hundred guineas. One of the last official acts of the monarch 
was the signing, on June 23, 1830, only three days before his death, 
of the Charter granted to the School. His successor, King William IV., 
was also a Patron of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary con- 
tribution to its funds. In 1834, by his royal command, the proceeds . 
of the Handel Festival held in Westminster Abbey, at which 
the students of the Academy took part in the performance of ‘ Israel 
in Egypt," were divided equally between the Royal Society of 
Musicians of Great Britain, the Choral Fund, the New Musical Fund, 
and the Royal Academy of Music, the Academy benefiting thereby to 
the extent of £2,250. 

Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, on her accession to the throne 
in 1837, graciously continued the patronage and support extended 
to the Academy by her two predecessors, and, together with the late 
Prince Consort, honoured with her presence a Concert which was 
given for the benefit of the School in 1858. 

While Prince and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King 
Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinction 
upon the Academy by graciously attending, in person, the Distribution 
of Prizesin St. James’s Hall in the year 1897, and the Sovereign 
still bestows the unbroken interest and Royal support which the 
Institution has enjoyed since its foundation. 

On the lamented death of H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious accept- 
ance of the Presidentship by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and 
Strathearn. | 

The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “to 
promote the Cultivation of the Science of Music, and to afford facilities 
for attaining perfection in it by assisting with general instruction all 
persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof.” 

During the early part of its career, ** Academic ’’ Concerts for the 
benefit of the Institution were given by the Directors, in which, 
although the celebrated artists and musicians of the day contributed 
largely to the programmes, the orchestral class and a few of the 
more prominent students of singing took part. But it is worthy of 
mention that, as early as 1828, the Royal Academy of Music Students 
were permitted to give a Concert before King George IV. in St. James's 
Palace. In the same, and also in the following year, a series of Italian 
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Operas (the vocalists as well as the orchestra being composed entirely 
of Royal Academy of Music Students) took place in the English Opera 
House and King's Theatre; “1 Barbiére," “ L'Inganno Felice,” 
“ L' Italiana in Algeria," “ПІ Matrimonio Segreto,” and ‘Così fan 
Tutte ’’ being the operas performed. The third and fourth perform- 
ances in England of Beethoven’s N inth Symphony were given in 1885 
and 1886, under the direction of Mr. Charles Lucas; also the first 
performance in England of Haydn's “ Seasons.” As the School 
developed, these performances were continued — first in the Hanover 
Square Rooms, and afterwards in St. James’s Hall, Piccadilly, and 
Queen's Hall. Thus for many years the Students have been 
constantly before the public. 

Since 1868 the number of Students has annually increased, and, 
as occasion demanded, additions to the building have been made. 
The concert room was enlarged to its present dimensions, and the 
lease of No. 5, Tenterden Street acquired, in 1876. Subsequently, a 


. house in the adjoining street was taken, and again, in 1892, it was 


found necessary to add yet another house (No. 6, Tenterden Street) 
to those already occupied. 

Theeurrieulum, which includes tuitionin all branchesof music, and 
the study of elocution and languages, is comprehensive and complete. 

The School has, since its foundation, never failed to retain its 
leading position, and within recent years the educational course has 

cen augmented by the institution of the sight-reading classes; 
the operatic and dramatic classes; classes for ensemble practice ; 
the students’ fortnightly concerts ; weekly lectures; and the addition 
of deportment, stage-dancing, fencing, and physical drill classes. 

Owing to the great and increasing interest taken in the Dramatic 
Class, and the marked ability displayed by many of the Students in 
acting and elocution, the Committee have, with a view to the further 
encouragement of these Arts, decided to permit each of them to be 
made a subject of principal study in connection with a suitable musical 
curriculum in either case. 

For many years the Royal Academy of Music held Local 
Examinations throughout the kingdom, which were popular and 
lucrative. In order, however, to raise the standard of these exami- 
nations, and assist the public towards the elimination of defective 
instruction in music, the Royal Academy of Music entered into 
negotiations with the Royal College of Music for combined action in 
the matter. These negotiations happily resulted in a union of the 
forces of the two Institutions for the purposes of Local Examinations 
in Music, and the formation, in the year 1889, of the “ Associated 
Board,” under the Presidency of His late Majesty King Edward VII., 
then Prince of Wales. 

The work of the ** Associated Board ” of the two great Chartered 
Sehools of Musie has produced excellent results. The scheme 
ineludes the Local Examination of Schools, as well as ** Local Centre " 
Examinations, and has recently been extended to the Colonies, 

The Academy continues its own separate Examination in London 
(independent of Academy Teaching) of Music Teachers and Performers, 
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This is known as the “ Metropolitan Examination.” Successful 
Candidates at this Examination, which increases annually in popular 
estimation, receive Diplomas certifying to their proficiency, and are 
ereated, by the Directors, Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music. 


Àn examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for children has 
been established, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age and 
whether educated at the Academy or elsewhere. Successful candidates 
receive à certificate of proficiency. As a preparation for the above- 
named examination, courses of lectures are given at the Academy 
periodically. These lectures are open to students and non-students 
on payment of a small fee. 


Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to July, 
1911, the work of the Academy had been carried on at Tenterden 
Street, Hanover Square, beginning with one house and adding 
others as the number of pupils increased, until at last six 
houses were absorbed and no further extension could be made. 
The need for more commodious and more suitable premises 
having become urgent, the Directors secured a new site in the 
Marylebone Road, and the foundation stone of the new building 
was laid by Lord Strathcona on July 14,1910. The building is 
now completed, and the work of the Academy was transferred 
to it in time to commence the new session at Michaelmas, 
1911. The new Academy is central and easily reached; it is 
near the termini of three main lines (viz, Great Western, 
Great Central, and London and North Western Railways), and 
is conveniently situated also for access by various “ Tubes” 
and omnibus services. 


Though they cannot forsake the old home of the Academy 
without feelings of regret, the Governing Bodies feel much 
gratification in being able to provide a building specially 
designed for the work of the School and affording the professors 
and students ample accommodation for carrying оп their 
studies under better conditions than were obtainable in the old 
building.

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CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT. 


The Academy is incorporated by Royal Charter, granted June 98, 
1880, and, as provided therein, is governed by a President, four Vice- 
Presidents, Board of Directors, Committee of Management, Chairman, 
and Treasurer, all of whom are elected from among the members of 
the body corporate. Acting under these are the House Committee, 
the Principal, and the executive officials, 

Membership in the Corporation is unlimited, and all classes of 
Subseribing Members are eligible for election on the Directorate and 
the Committee of Management.

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SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The holder of any Scholarship or Exhibition is ineligible for 
future competitions for that particular Scholarship or Exhibition. 

There are fifty-six Scholarships and Exhibitions in active 
operation at present. They are obtainable by competition only, and, 
except where the contrary is stated, both Students and Non- 
students are eligible. Asa rule, they are tenable for three years ; but 
Ше conditions of competition and tenure vary in accordance with the 
wishes of the respective founders. Full particulars and entry forms 
are obtainable on application to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to 
the competitions. The holder of a Scholarship or Exhibition 18, 
during the tenure of the same, ineligible to compete for any other 
Scholarship or Exhibition. The holder of a Scholarship is subject 
to periodical examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress be not 
given, the Committee may declare the Scholarship vacant, and hold 
a new election for the residue of the term thereof.

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PAYING STUDENTS. 


Ordinary Paying Students are admitted at the commencement of 
each Term and Half-Term. Before entering, they are examined by the 
Principal or Curator. 


This Examination is in no sense competitive, and persons are 
accepted as Students provided they give evidence of careful pre- 
liminary training or of sufficient natural ability. The objects of 
the Examination are (1) to enable the Principal to judge as to the 
general fitness of a candidate for acceptance as a Student; (2) to 
ascertain the degree of proficiency already attained by the candidate ; 


and (3), if accepted, to make the necessary arrangements for professors 
and classes. 


The fee for this Examination is 1 Guinea, which amount should 
be forwarded, with the printed form of application for admission 
(obtainable from the Secretary), at least three days before the date of 
examination. If the applicant become a Student, this fee is considered 
ав part payment of the entrance fee of 5 Guineas. 


The appointment of Students to the various Professors is left 
absolutely to the discretion of the Principal, who, however, as far as 
possible, endeavours to meet the wishes of Students in this respect. 


Students are not admitted for a shorter period than three Terms, 
nor, except as stated in the following paragraph, for less than the 
ordinary curriculum. 


A limited number of Wind Instrument Students are received for 
a modified course of study at a proportionately lower fee. (See p. 21.) 


To obtain the highest awards of the Academy, a course of at least 
three years’ study is requisite. 
At leastfourteen days' notice of the removal ofa Student is required. 


Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary, the feeg 
for half a Term shall be payable. 


There is no limit to the age of Paying Students. 


It is open to any person to assist Students by paying the whole or 
a portion of their fees, by subscribing to the Fund established for 
that purpose (see p. 28), or by founding Exhibitions, &c. 


Persons residing at а distance from London may obtain informa- 
tion and advice respecting the Academy from any of the Honorary 
Local Representatives.

The Drama may also be studied in a class specially devoted to that 
Art. This elass is open to ordinary students on payment of a small 
additional fee or to ex-students on payment of the special fee stated on 
page 22. 

A class for the special study of Pianoforte Accompaniment is open 
to all students with the approval of the Principal. 

Lectures on the History of Music and Musicians are given weekly 
(on Wednesdays from 8 to 4) throughout Michaelmas and Lent Terms. 
Students and Members are admitted to these lectures without charge. 

Students areusuallyrequired toattend on threeorfour days per week, 
and for the greater part of the day. Lessons аге given between 9 a.m.and 
(p.m. Im no case can Students be accepted for evening lessons only. 

From the above list of Subjects a Student may adopt the followine 
ordinary course of study, or such portion thereof as the Prineipal may 
approve.

4.—Sight Singing and Musical Dictation—One hour’s lesson per 
week, in class. 

5.—Diction (for Students whose Principal Study is Sínging)— 
One hour per week, in class. 

6.—Choir Training (for Students whose principal study is Organ- 
playing)—One hour per week, in class. 

7.—Orchestral Practice—Five hours per week, if sufficiently 
advanced. 

Attendance at the above classes is obligatory, except under special 
circumstances and with the written permission of the Principal or Curator. 

8.— Ensemble Playing—Six hours per week, if approved by the 
Principal. 

9.—Lectures on Music and Musicians—From time to time, as 
announced by the Committee. 

10.— Wind Instrument Students accepted under the arrangement 
referred to on page 19 receive two individual lessons of thirty 
minutes per week on their respectiveinstruments, one hour’s lesson per 
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week in Harmony, in class, and have the privilege of attending the 
Sight Singing and Ensemble Classes and Orchestral Practices, 

Attendance at the classes numbered 8 and 9 is not obligatory. 

The Subjects printed in italies in the list on p. 20 are extra 
to the ordinary course of study. Attendance at the classes in which 
they are taught is therefore optional, and an additional fee is charged 
to those Students who join them, with the exception that Students 
whose Prineipal Study is Singing are not required to pay the 
additional fee for the Dietion Class. Certain of these subjects 
may, however, with the sanetion of the Prineipal, be adopted as 
Second Study.

ANNUAL EXAMINATION OF STUDENTS. 


Annually, in the Midsummer Term, every Student who has 
attended throughout the Academic year is required to undergo an 
examination in each subject of study pursued by him or her. These 
examinations are conducted by Boards of Examiners appointed by the 
Committee of Management. 

To such Students as show suffieient progress, awards are made as 
follows : 

For Principal Studies, Harmony, Sight Singing, Elocution, and 
Opera and Drama— 

To Students of one or more years' standing, Commendation 
Bronze Medals. 
To Students of two or more years' standing, who have already 
| taken bronze medals, Silver Medals. 
To Students of three or more years’ standing, who have already 
taken silver medals, Certifieates of Merit. 
For Languages, Prize Books. 
For Second Studies, ** Honourable Mention."

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REPORTS. 

A report on the progress of each Student is made annually by the 
Professors concerned, and is transmitted by the Prineipal to the parents 
or guardians of the Student. Special reports of a similar character are 
made when desirable. 


SUB-PROFESSORSHIPS. 

All Students are taught with a view to the possibility of their 
becoming teachers, and, as a mark of particular distinction, advanced 
Students are appointed bub-Professors and are required to give 
instruction in the Academy under the supervision of their own Pro- 
fessors. This appointment is for a period not exceeding three years, 
and is relinquished if the Student leave the Academy before the 
expiration of the period. 


EXAMINATION ON LEAVING, DISTINCTIONS, &c. 

On leaving the Institution, Students who have attended more 
than three Terms may be examined by the Prineipal. If the 
examination prove satisfactory they receive a Certificate of their 
qualifieation as teacher, performer, or both; and such Students 
аз show special merit and ability at this examination are eligible, 
on the recommendation of the Committee of Management, to 
receive the distinction of being elected, by the Directors, Associates 
of the Institution, with the privilege of the use after their names of 
the letters A.R.A.M. (See Regulation (a), p. 26.) 

Students who distinguish themselves in the Musical Profession 
after quitting the Institution may, on the recommendation of the 
Committee of Management, be elected, by the Directors, Associates 
or Fellows of the Royal Academy of Musie, with the privilege of the 
use after their names of the letters A.R.A.M. and F.R.A.M. respectively. 

No Student, nor any Past Student not being an Associate or 
Fellow of the Academy, is under any circumstances entitled to use 
these distinguishing letters. 

No Student is allowed to take part in any publie performance, or 
publish any eomposition, or enter into any professional engagement, 
without the permission of the Principal. 


CONCERTS, OPERATIC AND DRAMATIC 
PERFORMANCES. 

Evidence of the progress made by the Students is given at the 
Fortnightly Concerts held during Term time in the Academy, and by 
Publie Chamber and Orchestral Concerts given twice every Term in such 
Metropolitan Concert Hall as the Committee may select. Friends 
of Students and Subseribers to the Institution receive tickets for these 
Concerts. 

From time to time since the year 1828 publie performances of 
Opera have been given by the Students, both at the Academy 
and in Metropolitan Theatres. The list for the last ten years com- 
prises selections from fifty-six operas, and the performance of six 
complete works. 
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THE ANGELINA GOETZ LIBRARY. 
(Founded by Miss Alice and Messrs. Ludovie and Charles Goetz, 1908, 
in Memory of their Mother.) 

This library contains about 850 scores of modern works. By the 
Deed of Gi.t it is provided that ** all members of the Corporate Body 
and Students in the R. A.M. and any other person who has the special 
permission of either of the Donors, the Principal, Curator, or Secretary 
of the Academy, shall have access during Term time, from 10 to 5 
daily, except on Saturdays, when the Library is closed at 1 o'clock." 


THE LENDING LIBRARY. 

The Music Library, which has been enriched by a large 
number of Orchestral Scores, the gift of Messrs. Novello & Co., Ltd., 
is open for the use of Students, who are responsible for works which 
they borrow, and liable for any loss or damage of the same. 

The Royal Aeademy of Musie has received a welcome gift in the 
form of some 200 volumes of Music, chiefly consisting of old church 
music and modern operas of the French School. This was the bulk 
of the library formed by the late Arthur Prendergast, and it ineludes 
nearly the entire vocal and instrumental works of Charles Gounod, 
Ballets by Delibes, Widor, &e., Operas by Rubinstein, Meyerbeer, 
Wagner, Mozart, Gluck and many others. The church musie 
comprises, besides the Masses of Haydn, Mozart and Cherubini, many 
volumes of Anthems and Services by the great English Church 
composers. 


LODGINGS FOR STUDENTS. 

There is no accommodation in the Academy for resident Students. 
For the convenience of Parents, Guardians, and Students, a list of 
persons who are desirous of receiving Students as boarders, and who 
have given references as to their fitness and respectability, is kept. 
This list is open to inspection at all times, and a copy thereof will be 
sent to the parents or friends of intending Students on application to 
the Secretary.

Arrangements are made for the supply of luncheons, teas, and 
light refreshments, under the supervision of the House Committee 
and the Secretary, and, as nearly as possible, at cost price. 


STUDENTS’ PRACTICE. 
Owing to want of space, general practice cannot be permitted at 
the Academy. Two practice organs have, however, been erected forthe 
-convenience of Students, and certain rooms with pianofortes are placed 
at their disposal for private practice, when convenient.

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BYE-LAWS RELATING TO DISTINCTIONS. 


(4).—Students who show special merit and ability in the examination 
referred to in Regulation ХУ. of һе Committee of Manage- 
ment shall—upon production to the Directors of a Certificate 
signed by the Chairman of the Committee or by the Principal 
Music Professor to that effect, and also showing that the said 
Students passed the said Examination on, or, as the case may 
be, during the term next after, leaving the Academy, or at 
such later date as the Direetors in their diseretion shall deeide 
—receive the additional distinetion of being elected, by the 
Directors, Associates of the Institution. 


(b).—Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any 
of the subjects which form part of the course of study at the 
Academy, but who have not passed any such examination as 
aforesaid, may also, upon the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management, be elected by the Directors Associates of the 
Institution. 


(c). — Existing Associates of the Royal Academy of Music, and Associates 
elected under these bye-laws, and no other persons, shall be 
entitled to the use after their names of the initials A.R.A.M. 


(4).—Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any of 
the subjeets which form part of the course of study at the 
Academy, or who have rendered distinguished service to the 
Institution, may, on the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management and the written certificate of the Prineipal 
Music Professor, be elected, by the Directors, Fellows of the 
Royal Academy of Music.

THE METROPOLITAN EXAMINATION. 


Àn Examination, independent of Academy teaching, of Musical 
Composers, Performers, and Teachers, is held at the Academy twice 
a year—viz., during the Summer and Christmas Vacations. Successful] 
candidates thereat are created by the Directors, Licentiates of the 
Royal Academy of Music, with the exclusive right to the use after 
their names of the initials L.R.A.M., and receive Diplomas, signed 
by the Principal and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musical 
profession in which, respectively, they have been examined. 

During the last ten years 9,884 Candidates have presented 
themselves for this examination, of whom an average of 80:59 per 
cent. have passed. 

The Syllabus of the next Examination, and all further information 
relating thereto, may be obtained from the Secretary on application. 

The last day on which names and exercises can be received will 
be, for the First Period, June 30; and, for the Second Period, 
October 81. 

The Syllabus of the L.R.A.M. Examination is published annually 
at Easter, and will be sent on application at that time or after. Each 


gyllabus applies to the Examination held at the following Michaelmas 
and Christmas. 


Àn Examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for Children is now 
established. The said Examination is held at the Royal Academy of 
Musie, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age, and whether 
educated at the Academy or elsewhere. The Examination is held twice 
a year during the Academy Summer and Christmas Vacations. The fee 
payable is £3 3s., and successful candidates receive a certificate of pro- 
ficiency. Asa preparation for the above-named Examination, courses 
of Lectures are given at the Academy periodically. These Lectures are 
open to students and non-students on payment of a small fee.

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A SHORT HISTORY 


OF THE 


Royal Academy of Music. 


> 


Turs Royal and National Institution, founded in the year 1822, through 
the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh 
Earl of Westmorland, was opened to the publie on March 24, 
1828, under the direct patronage of His Majesty King George IV., 
whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual donation of 
one hundred guineas. One of the last official acts of the monarch 
was the signing, on June 28, 1880, only three days before his death, 
of the Charter granted to the School. His successor, King William IV., 
was also a Patron of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary con- 
tribution to its funds. In 1884, by his royal command, the proceeds 
of the Handel Festival held in Westminster Abbey, at which 
the students of the Academy took part in the performance of “ Israel 
in Egypt,’ were divided equally between the Royal Society of 
Musicians of Great Britain, the Choral Fund, the New Musical Fund, 
and the Royal Academy of Music, the Academy benefiting thereby to 
the extent of £2,250. 

Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, on her accession to the throne 
in 1887, graciously continued the patronage and support extended 
to the Academy by her two predecessors, and, together with the late 
Prince Consort, honoured with her presence a Concert which was 
given for the benefit of the School in 1858. 

While Prince and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King 
Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinetion 
upon the Academy by graciously attending, in person, the Distribution 
ot Prizes in St. James’s Hall in the year 1897, and the Sovereign 
still bestows the unbroken interest and Royal support which the 
Institution has enjoyed since its foundation. 

On the lamented death of H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious accept- 
ance of the Presidentship by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and 
Strathearn. 

The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “to 
promote the Cultivation of the Science of Music, and to afford facilities 
for attaining perfection in it by assisting with general instruction all 
persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof.” 

During the early part of its career, ** Academic '' Concerts for the 
benefit of the Institution were given by the Directors, in which, 
although the celebrated artists and musicians of the day contributed 
largely to the programmes, the orchestral elass and a few of the 
more prominent students of singing took part. But it is worthy of 
mention that, as early as 1828, the Royal Academy of Music Students 
were permitted to give a Concert before King George IV. in St. James's 
Palace. In the same, and also in the following year, a series of Italian 
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Operas (the vocalists as well as the orchestra being composed entirely 
of Royal Academy of Music Students) took place in the English Opera 
House and King's Theatre; ‘Il Barbiére," “ L’Inganno Felice,” 
‘“ L'Italiana in Algeria," “ПІ Matrimonio Segreto,” and ‘ Cosi fan 
Tutte ’’ being the operas performed. The third and fourth perform- 
ances in England of Beethoven's Ninth Symphony were given in 1885 
and 1836, under the direction of Mr. Charles Lucas; also the first 
performance in England of Haydn's ‘ Seasons.” As the .School 
developed, these performances were continued—first in the Hanover 
Square Rooms, and afterwards in St. James's Hall, Piceadilly, and 
Queen's Hall. Thus for many years the Students have been 
constantly before the publie. 

Since 1868 the number of Students has annually increased, and, 
as occasion demanded, additions to the building have been made. 
The eoncert room was enlarged to its present dimensions, and the 
lease of No. 5, Tenterden Street acquired, in 1876. Subsequently, a 
house in the adjoining street was taken, and again, in 1892, it was 
found necessary to add yet another house (No. 6, Tenterden Street) 
to those already occupied. 

Thecurriculum, which ineludes tuitionin all branchesof music, and 
the study of elocution and languages, is comprehensive and complete. 

The School has, since its foundation, never failed to retain its 
leading position, and within recent years the educational course has 
been augmented by the institution of the sight-reading classes; 
the operatic and dramatic classes; classes for ensemble practice; 
the students' fortnightly concerts; weekly lectures; and the addition 
of deportment, stage-dancing, fencing, and physieal drill classes. 

Owing to the great and increasing interest taken in the Dramatic 
Class, and the marked ability displayed by many of the Students in 
acting and elocution, the Committee have, with a view to the further 
encouragement of these Arts, decided to permit each of them to be 
made a subjeet of principal study in connection with a suitable musical 
curriculum in either case. 

For many years the Royal Academy of Music held Local 
Examinations throughout the kingdom, whieh were popular and 
luerative. In order, however, to raise the standard of these exami- 
nations, and assist the publie towards the elimination of defective 
instruction in musie, the Royal Academy of Musie entered into 
negotiations with the Royal College of Music for combined action in 
the matter. These negotiations happily resulted in a union of the 
forces of the two Institutions for the purposes of Local Examinations 
in Music, and the formation, in the year 1889, of the “ Associated 
Board," under the Presidency of His late Majesty King Edward VII., 
then Prince of Wales. 

The work of the “ Associated Board ” of the two great Chartered 
Schools of Music has produced excellent results. The scheme 
includes the Local Examination of Schools, as well as ‘Local Centre ” 
Examinations, and has recently been extended to the Colonies. 

The Academy continues its own separate Examination in London 
(independent of Academy Teaching) of Music Teachers and Performers. 
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This is known as the “ Metropolitan Examination.” Successful 
Candidates at this Examination, which increases annually in popular 
estimation, receive Diplomas certifying to their proficiency, and are 
created, by the Directors, Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music. 
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An examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for children has 
been established, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age and 
whether educated at the Academy or elsewhere. Successful candidates 
receive a certificate of proficiency. As a preparation for the above- 
named examination, courses of lectures are given at the Academy 
periodieally. These lectures are open to students and non-students 
on payment of a small fee. 


Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to July, 
1911,the work of the Academy had been carried on at Tenterden 
Street, Hanover Square, beginning with one house and adding 
others as the number of pupils increased, until at last six 
houses were absorbed and no further extension could be made. 
The need for more commodious and more suitable premises 
having become urgent, the Directors secured a new site in the 
Marylebone Eoad, and the foundation stone of the new building 
was laid by Lord Strathcona on July 14,1910. The building is 
now completed, and the work of the Academy was transferred 
to it in time to commence the new session at Michaelmas, 
1911. The new Academy is central and easily reached; it is 
near the termini of three main lines (viz., Great Western, 
Great Central, and London and North Western Railways), and 
is conveniently situated also for access by various “Tubes” 
and omnibus services. 


Though they cannot forsake the old home of the Academy 
without feelings of regret, the Governing Bodies feel much 
gratification in being able to provide a building specially 
designed for the work of the School and affording the professors 
and students ample accommodation for carrying on their 
studies under better conditions than were obtainable in the old 
building.

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CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT. 


The Academy is incorporated by Royal Charter, granted June 23, 
1830, and, as provided therein, is governed by a President, four Vice- 
Presidents, Board of Directors, Committee of Management, Chairman, 
and Treasurer, all of whom are elected from among the members of 
the body corporate. Acting under these are the House Committee, 
the Principal, and the executive officials. 

Membership in the Corporation is unlimited, and all classes of 
Subseribing Members are eligible for election on the Directorate and 
the Committee of Management.

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SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 

The hoider of any Scholarship or Exhibition is ineligible for 
future competitions for that particular Scholarship or Exhibition. 

There are fifty-six Scholarships and Exhibitions in active 
operation at present. They are obtainable by competition only, and, 
except where the contrary is stated, both Students and Non- 
students are eligible. Asa rule, they are tenable for three years ; but 
the conditions of competition and tenure vary in accordance with the 
wishes of the respective founders. Full particulars and entry forms 
are obtainable on application to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to 
the competitions. The holder of a Scholarship or Exhibition is, 
during the tenure of the same, ineligible to compete for any other 
Scholarship or Exhibition. The holder of a Scholarship is subject 
to periodical examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress be not 
given, the Committee may declare the Scholarship vacant, and hold 
a new election for the residue of the term thereof.

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PAYING STUDENTS. 


Ordinary Paying Students are admitted at the commencement of 
each Term and Half-Term. Before entering, they are examined by the 
Prineipal or Curator. 


This Examination is in no sense competitive, and persons are 
accepted as Students provided they give evidence of careful pre- 
liminary training or of sufficient natural ability. The objects of 
the Examination are (1) to enable the Principal to judge as to the 
general fitness of a candidate for acceptance as a Student: (2) to 
ascertain the degree of proficiency already attained by the candidate ; 


and (3), if aecepted, to make the necessary arrangements for professors 
and classes. 


The fee for this Examination is 1 Guinea, which amount should 
be forwarded, with the printed form of application for admission 
(obtainable from the Secretary), at least three days before the date of 
examination. If the applicant become a Student, this fee is considered 
as part payment of the entrance fee of 5 Guineas. 


The appointment of Students to the various Professors is left 
absolutely to the diseretion of the Principal, who, however, as far as 
possible, endeavours to meet the wishes of Students in this respect. 


Students are not admitted for a shorter period than three Terms, 
nor, except as stated in the following paragraph, for less than the 
ordinary eurrieulum. 


A limited number of Wind Instrument Students are received for 
a modified course of study at a proportionately lower fee. (See p. 21.) 


To obtain the highest awards of the Academy, a course of at least 
three years' study is requisite. 
At least fourteen days’ notice of the removal of a Student is required. 


Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Seeretary, the fees 
for half a Term shall be payable, 


There is no limit to the age of Paying Students. 


It is open to any person to assist Students by paying the whole or 
a portion of their fees, by subseribing to the Fund established for 
that purpose (see p. 28), or by founding Exhibitions, &c. 


Persons residing at a distance from London may obtain informa- 
tion and advice respecting the Academy from any of the Honorary 
Local Representatives.

A class for the special study of Pianoforte Accompaniment is open 
to all students with the approval of the Principal. 

Lectures on the History of Musie and Musicians are given weekly 
(on Wednesdays from 8 to 4) throughout Michaelmas and Lent Terms. 
Students and Members are admitted to these lectures without charge. 

Students areusuallyrequired toattend on threeorfour days per week, 
and for the greater part of the day. Lessons are given between 9 a.m.and 
(p.m. Іп no case can Students be accepted for evening lessons only. 

From the above list of Subjeets a Student may adopt the following 
ordinary course of study, or such portion thereof as the Prineipal may 
approve.

Attendance at the above classes is obligatory, except wnder special 
circumstances and with the written permission of the Principal or Curator. 

8.— Ensemble Playing—Six hours per week, if approved by the

9.—Lectures on Music and Musicians—From time to time, as 
announced by the Committee. 

10.— Wind Instrument Students accepted under the arrangement 
referred to on page 19 receive two individual lessons of thirty 
minutes per week on their respectiveinstruments, one hour's lesson per

Attendance at the classes numbered 8 and 9 is not obligatory.

Attendance at the classes in which 
they are taught is therefore optional, and an additional fee is charged 
to those Students who join them, with the exception that Students 
whose Prineipal Study is Singing are not required to pay the 
additional fee for the Diction Class.

REPORTS. 

A report on the progress of each Student is made annually by thë 
Professors concerned, and is transmitted by the Principal to the parenté 
or guardians of the Student. Special reports of a similar character art 
made when desirable. 

SUB-PROFESSORSHIPS. 

All Students are taught with a view to the possibility of thei 
becoming teachers, and, as a mark of particular distinction, advanced 
Students are appointed Sub-Professors and are required to give 
instruction in the Academy under the supervision of their own Pro 
fessors. This appointment is for a period not exceeding three years 
and is relinquished if the Student leave the Academy before the 
expiration of the period. 


EXAMINATION ON LEAVING, DISTINCTIONS, &c 

On leaving the Institution, Students who have attended mori 
than three Terms may be examined by the Principal. If thé 
examination prove satisfactory they receive a Certificate of Шеп 
qualification as teacher, performer, or both; and such Studenti 
as show special merit and ability at this examination are eligible 
on the recommendation of the Committee of Management, t 
receive the distinction of being elected, by the Directors, Associates 
of the Institution, with the privilege of the use after their names o 
the letters A.R.A.M. (See Regulation (a), p. 26.) 

Students who distinguish themselves in the Musical Profession 
after quitting the Institution may, on the recommendation of thé 
Committee of Management, be elected, by the Directors, | Associates 
or Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, with the privilege of thé 
use after their names of the letters A.R.A.M. and F.R.A.M. respectively 

No Student, nor any Past Student not being an Associate o 
Fellow of the Academy, is under any circumstances entitled to usé 
these distinguishing letters. 

No Student is allowed to take part in any public performance, o 
publish any composition, or enter into any professional engagement 
without the permission of the Principal. 


CONCERTS, OPERATIC AND DRAMATIC 
PERFORMANCES. 

Evidence of the progress made by the Students is given at thé 
Fortnightly Concerts held during Term time in the Academy, and by 
Public Chamber and Orchestral Concerts given twice every Term in suc 
Metropolitan Concert Hall as the Committee may select. Friends 
of Students and Subscribers to the Institution receive tickets for thesé 
Concerts. 

From time to time since the year 1828 public performances o 
Opera have been given by the Students, both at the Academy 
and in Metropolitan Theatres. The list for the last ten years com4 
prises selections from fifty-six operas, and the performance of six 
complete works. | 
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THE ANGELINA GOETZ LIBRARY. 
(Founded by Miss Alice and Messrs. Ludovic and Charles Goetz, 1908, 
in Memory of their Mother.) 

This library contains about 850 scores of modern works. By the 
Deed of Gift it is provided that ** all members of the Corporate Body 
and Students in the R.A.M. and any other person who has the special 
permission of either of the Donors, the Principal, Curator, or Secretary 
of the Academy, shall have access during Term time, from 10 to 5 
daily, except on Saturdays, when the Library is closed at 1 o'clock." 


THE LENDING LIBRARY. 

The Music Library, which has been enriched by а large 
number of Orchestral Scores, the gift of Messrs. Novello & Co., Ltd., 
is open for the use of Students, who are responsible for works which 
they borrow, and liable for any loss or damage of the same. 

The Royal Academy of Music has received a welcome gift in the 
form of some 200 volumes of Musie, chiefly consisting of old chureh 
music and modern operas of the French School. This was the bulk 
of the library formed by the late Arthur Prendergast, and it ineludes 
nearly the entire vocal and instrumental works of Charles Gounod, 
Ballets by Délibes, Widor, &е., Operas by Rubinstein, Meyerbeer, 
Wagner, Mozart, Gluek and many others. The church musie 
comprises, besides the Masses of Haydn, Mozart and Cherubini, many 
volumes of Anthems and Services by the great English Church 
composers. 


LODGINGS FOR STUDENTS. 

There is no accommodation in the Academy for resident Students. 
For the convenience of Parents, Guardians, and Students, a list of 
persons who are desirous of receiving Students as boarders, and who 
have given references as to their fitness and respectability, is kept. 
This list is open to inspection at all times, and a copy thereof will be 
sent to the parents or friends of intending Students on application to 
the Secretary. 


LUNCHEONS, &c. | 

Arrangements are made for the supply of luncheons, teas, and 

light refreshments, under the supervision of the House Committee 
and the Secretary, and, as nearly as possible, at cost price. 


STUDENTS' PRACTICE. 

Owing to want of space, general practice cannot be permitted at 
the Academy. Two practice organs have, however, been erected for the 
convenience of Students, and certain rooms with pianofortes are placed 
at their disposal for private practice, when convenient.

THE METROPOLITAN EXAMINATION. 


Àn Examination, independent of Academy teaching, of Musical 
Composers, Performers, and Teachers, is held at the Academy twice 
а year—viz., during the Summer and Christmas Vacations. Successful 
candidates thereat are created by the Directors, Licentiates of the 
Royal Academy of Musie, with the exelusive right to the use after 
their names of the initials L.R.A.M., and receive Diplomas, signed 
by the Principal and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musical 
profession in which, respectively, they have been examined. 

During the last ten years 9,884 Candidates have presented 
themselves for this examination, of whom an average of 80:59 per 
cent. have passed. 

The Syllabus of the next Examination, and all further information 
relating thereto, may be obtained from the Secretary on application. 

The last day on which names and exercises can be received will 
be, for the First Period, June 80; and, for the Second Period, 
October 81. 

The Syllabus of the L.R.A.M. Examination is published annually 
at Easter, and will be sent on application at that time or after. Each 


syllabus applies to the Examination held at the following Michaelmas 
and Christmas. 


Àn Examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for Children is now 
established. The said Examination is held at the Royal Academy of 
Musie, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age, and whether 
educated at the Academy or elsewhere. The Examination is held twice 


a year during the Academy Summer and Christmas Vacations. The fee 
payable is £3 3s., and successful candidates receive a certificate of pro- 
ficiency. Asa preparation for the above-named Examination, courses 
of Lectures are given at the Academy periodically.

OFFICIAL OPENING 
BY PRINCE ARTHUR OF CONNAUGHT. 


Pu E new and handsome building of the Royal Academy of 

- Music, situated near the York Gate of Regents Park 
Marylebone Road, N.W., was formally opened and inaugurated on 
Saturday, June 22nd, 1912, by His Royal Highness Prince Arthur 
of Connaught. There was a large and representative gathering to 
witness the ceremony, which took place in the Concert Hall. Among 
those present were Lord Alverstone (The Lord Chief Justice of 
England), The Directors, members of the Committee of Management 
and of the Staff of Professors, His Highness Raj Rana Bhawdni 
Singh, Bahadur of Shalawar, Rajputana, The Lord Mayor (Sir 
Thomas Boor Crosby) and the Lady Mayoress, Lord Strathcona, 
(Vice-President), Madame Albani, Sir George Alexander, Sir 
William E. Bigge, Captain E. Bonham, Sir William Crookes, 
Sir Ernest Clarke, Professor Sir James and Lady Dewar, Sir George 
Donaldson, Miss Fanny Davies, Mr. F. Dicksee, R.A., Mr. Clifford B. 
Edgar (Junior Warden, Worshipful Company of Musicians), 


Mr. F. М. Fry (Master, Worshipful Company of Merchant Taylors), 
Sir George Frampton, Sir Luke Fildes, R.A., Mr. Edward German, 
Sir Ernest George, A.R.A., Dr. Dundas Grant, Mr. Arthur F. Hill 
(Master, Worshipful Company of Musicians), Miss Myra Hess, 
The Hon. Alex.

During the half-hour preceding 
the hour fixed for the ceremony the following selection of music

Dr. H. W. Richards was at the organ, and 
Mr. Hans Wessely was the solo-violinist. 


On arriving at the main entrance about 3 o’clock, Prince Arthur 
was received by the Governing Bodies. Mr. Alderman Cooper 
(Chairman of the Committee of Management) presented a gold 
master-key of the building to His Royal Highness, who then made 
a tour of the new premises. The Prince was afterwards conducted 
into the concert hall, where a short Orchestral Concert, under 
the guidance of the Principal, was given by the students before the 
ceremony was proceeded with. The programme opened with 
Beethoven's Overture, ** The Inauguration of the House." This 
was one of the great composer's last works. It was written 
for the opening of the Josephstadt Theatre, in Vienna. 


An “Invocation, Tone-poem for orchestra’ (A. C. Mackenzie), 


which followed, was written for the Centenary of the Philharmonie 
Society, and produced at one of its recent concerts. The third and 
final selection was a Fifty-part Motet, “* Sing unto God” (F. Corder), 
for female voices, organ, harps, trumpets, and drums. This work, 
short in duration but extensive in scope, was written, the programme 
stated, for the opening ceremony of the Academy, and demanded 
the unique resources of ten separate five-part female voices, with a 
free instrumental accompaniment. It was conducted by the 


Composer. 


His Royat Нтонхевв Prince ARTHUR оғ ÜONNAUGHT, who was 
cordially cheered on rising to address the audience, said: My 
lords, ladies, and gentlemen—In the first place, let me express my 
deep regret that my father is unable to be with you to-day to take 
part in this interesting ceremony. I know that he has taken a very 
warm interest in the welfare of this Academy, and I am sure it 
would have given him the utmost pleasure to take part here to-day, 
as your President, in consummating the work which was begun 
more than two years ago, and in dedicating to the beautiful art of 
musie the building in which we are at present assembled. From 
its inception, some ninety years ago, the Royal Academy of Musie 
has enjoyed the favour and patronage of the Royal Family, and I 
am sure I am only speaking my father's thoughts when I say that 
that friendship and interest are fully maintained to-day. (Hear, 
hear. I am further commanded by His Majesty The King to 
congratulate in his name the Directors and other authorities 
of the Royal Academy of Musie upon the completion of their new 
building. There was a time, which I think is now happily past, 
when musical education was undoubtedly behindhand in this 
country, and we could not vie with our Continental neighbours in 
any branch of musical science; but time has proved that there was 
always plenty of good material which only required the necessary 
facilities to be turned to proper account, and I feel sure you will 
agree with me when I say that those facilities have been enlarged 


and developed by the increased accommodation for study afforded 


by the spacious and luxurious building, which it is my privilege to 
declare open to-day. If the old line is still true that ** Music hath 
charms to soothe the savage breast," I think there have been few 
ages in the world when such charm was more needed than at the 
present moment. (Laughter. I feel sure that Lord Alverstone 
will tell you what it has meant to him in the course of his brilliant 
and strenuous career. (Cheers.) It is a source of the greatest 
satisfaction to me personally to offer my congratulations to Sir 
George Donaldson for having found this beautiful site and having 
persuaded his colleagues to place this building upon it. (Cheers.) 
This has not been done without much labour and much strenuous 
effort on his part, and we all owe him our most lasting thanks. In 
declaring this building open, and in dedicating it to the objects 
indicated in the Academy's Charter, I desire to express my father's 
and my own most cordial wishes for the continued success of the 
Governing Body, and more especially to Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
for maintaining the position of the Academy as the foremost of the 
national institutions devoted to music in this country. (Cheers.) 
My lords, ladies, and gentlemen, I now have much pleasure in 


declaring this building to be formally opened. (Cheers.) 


Lorp Auverstone : My lords, ladies, and gentlemen— The great 
honour has been entrusted to me of proposing a vote of thanks to 
His Royal Highness for his kindness in coming here this afternoon 
to open this new building of the Royal Academy of Musie and for 
the graeious and appreciative speech in which he has performed 
his duties. (Hear, hear. This honour has been entrusted to me 
as one of the Vice-Presidents of the Academy. I am pleased to 
know that we have in the room, as one of the audience who has 
come to greet His Royal Highness, our distinguished friend, Lord 
Strathcona. (Cheers) We are indeed gratified to see him restored 
to health and again able to take the interest which he has always 
shown in this great institution. (Hear, hear. His Royal 
Highness has touched upon practically all the points which it is 


necessary to mention in connection with this new departure of 
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the Academy in ereeting this magnificent building. Only those 
of us who have known the rabbit-warren in Tenterden Street, the 
holes and staireases along which the young lady and gentlemen 
pupils had to find their way (laughter), will appreciate the difficulty 
with which the work was carried on there, and the sense of relief 
experieneed by those who have for the past ten years been 
diseussing the difficult question of where to find a new home, in 
seeing the work going on already in this new building; and I 
should like, Sir, if I may, to voice, on behalf of the Couneil, our 
thanks to the architect for the way in which he has earried out his 
duties. (Hear, hear.) Your Royal Highness has referred to the 
great connection and patronage and support which have been given 
to the Academy by your ancestors and other members of your 
Family. It isa great encouragement to those who are responsible 
for the work here to know that that deep and genuine interest 
which has existed for so many generations is maintained by 
The King and all the other members of your Family who visit us 
here from time to time (cheers) ; and, Sir, we wish to express indeed 
the feeling of satisfaction that we still have your noble father as 
President of this Royal Academy. (Cheers. We thank you 
for the message you have brought from The Duke of Connaught 
to this assembly to-day and to those who represent the Academy. 
You have referred, Sir, in graceful terms to the work of Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie. We who know what he has done for so 
many years—and we hope he may continue his work for very many 
years still (Hear, hear)—feel that he is a worthy successor to the great 
directors of this College who preceded him— Crotch, Cipriani Potter 
Sterndale Bennett, Charles Lucas, and Sir George А. Macfarren. 
(Cheers.) Looking to the work of the last few years, I feel that 
those who know all the difficulties met with in the Academy will 
agree that I am saying only what is due when I say that we have 
to thank Sir Alexander Mackenzie for a great deal—for his energy, 
vitality, and constant appreciation of what is necessary for those 
students who receive their musical education here. (Cheers.) Iam 


glad, too, Sir, that you mentioned the energy and determination of 


Sir George Donaldson, {о whom in no small degree we owe this 
magnifieent building, and our thanks are also owing to the 
members of the Building Committee whose not too flattering 
portraits you have in the programme, (Laughter.) I can assure 
you that whatever their appearance, they have worked well 
to achieve the suecess of the scheme. (Cheers. I do not want 
to anticipate anything that Mr. Alderman Cooper may say, but I 
cannot sit down without telling you that the organ in this hall is 
the gift of the widow of Mr. Thomas Threlfall (Hear, hear), an 


old College friend of mine. For twenty years he was Chairman . 


and Director of this institution, which he loved, and was always 
willing to make any sacrifice of time and energy to secure for it 
а great success. (Cheers. Му lords and gentlemen, I ought not 
to detain you longer, and I will now conclude by moving a very 
hearty vote of thanks to His Royal Highness for his kindness in 
coming here to-day and for the cordial and genial spirit in which 


he has declared the building open.  (Cheers.) 


Mr. ALperman Cooper: My lords, ladies, and gentlemen—I 
esteem it a great privilege to be asked to second the vote of thanks 
to His Royal Highness Prince Arthur of Connaught. I have on 
one or two previous occasions, at our annual prize giving, had the 
honour of proposing a vote of thanks to his illustrious father who 
is now, as you know, in Canada, carrying on the work of the 
Empire in the same way as he has discharged his duties in every 
other part of the world in the positions to which his country has 
called him. (Cheers.) In his absence we rejoice to see his son 
to-day among us. (Hear, hear.) Without presuming, may I tell 
Your Royal Highness, in the names of the Governing Body, the 
professors, and the students, that we hold your father's name in the 
most profound respect, and that his kind and genial manner has 
won its way to our hearts, so that in addition to profound respect 
we hold him in sincere affection. (Hear, hear. On behalf of the 
Governing Body, and the professors and students, I beg to second 
the vote of thanks to His Royal Highness for so kindly coming 
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here to-day and formally opening the Royal Academy of Music 
which has existed for nearly a century; and I trust that the 
honour he has done it by coming here, as his Royal Ancestors 
have done during that long period, may assist it in maintaining its 
glorious traditions of the past, and in becoming the foremost 
school of music not only in England but in the world. (Cheers.) 
Before I sit down, may I ask His Royal Highness’s permission to 
read a letter from the lady to whom Lord Alverstone so kindly 
referred? “I am much disappointed," Mrs. Threlfall writes, 
“ that I am unable to be present at the opening of the new building 
of the Royal Academy of Musie. Will you express to His Royal 
Highness Prince Arthur, and to your Committee, my heartfelt 
regrets, and best wishes for the prosperity of the old-established 
school in its new surroundings. I present this organ to the 
memory of my dear husband, who had the welfare of the institution 
ever at heart." On the organ, added Mr. Alderman Cooper, you 
will see a plate to Mr. Threlfall’s memory. 


SIR GEORGE DonaLpson: Your Royal Highness, my lords, ladies 
and gentlemen—I think you can readily understand what a serious 
task is before me in having to follow the speeches of the Lord 
Chief Justice of England and of a real live Alderman. (Laughter.) 
It is а tremendous task, and I shall make my remarks as short as 
possible. I beg to offer my grateful thanks to you, Sir, for your 
graceful allusions to myself. 16 is undoubtedly the fact that to my 
personal efforts is due the erection of this building on this site, 
and to the economy of an enormous sum of money to the Royal 
Academy of Music. Without vanity, I am simply thankful that 
the ideas came to me and the opportunity to push them to 
consummation with the hearty concurrence of my colleagues of 
the Directorate. The negotiations were intricate and difficult, and 
there was, considerable doubt about our being able to secure the 
land on which this fine hall stands. So to be sure of your concert, 
room, I personally secured by purchase the Crown lease of an 
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adjoining site called the Royal York Baths, and when we outgrow 
our present accommodation, as I venture to prediet we shall, the 
Royal Academy of Music will be able to secure this under the most 
favourable conditions. (Cheers.) This noble building, designed and 
carried out for us by Sir Ernest George and Mr. Yeates, for the 
accommodation of over five hundred students, has many advantages, 
not the least of which is this fine north and south light, so that the 
eyesight of the students will not be unduly tried. I know personally 
how very important this is, for when I was forming the collection 
of musical instruments known as the Donaldson Museum, I studied 
and learnt to play on some half-dozen of them, but the effort did 
not improve my eyesight, although my vocabulary was considerably 
extended. (Laughter.) That experience showed me how vital good 
light is to see musical notes. Music in Great Britain, Your Royal 
Highness, is very much alive, and the reproach that we are not a 
musical nation has small currency. Why, Sir, Iheard the music 
of Sullivan in Madrid, of Mackenzie in Florence, of Parry in 
Cologne, and of Elgar in Rome, Mr. Landon Ronald, an English- 
man, conducting. With regard to the glorious musie of this last 
English composer, one wonders to what great heights he might 
have reached if he had been a student of the Royal Academy of 
Musie. (Laughter and cheers.) But it cannot be helped now. I 
am grateful to your Royal Highness for your kind remarks. 


The proposition was carried with acelamation. 


Prince ARTHUR, in reply, said : Before leaving this hall I wish to 
thank Lord Alverstone for the kind way in which he proposed the 
vote of thanks, and also to thank the two gentlemen who seconded 
it. It has given me the greatest pleasure to be able to come 
here to-day. Before I arrived I had not realised that I 
was to have the privilege of listening to the beautiful concert 


which I am sure we have all enjoyed. (Cheers) І am glad to 
hear from the last speaker that we are really improving in things 
musical. I certainly think the old days are gone by for ever when 
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a typical Englishman was supposed to have said, when asked if he 
understood musie, ** Oh, pretty well. I can always tell when it is 
‘God Save the King’ and when it is not.” (Laughter.) Thank 
you again very much for the kind way in which you have passed 
the vote of thanks to me, and I assure you I am very glad to have 


come this afternoon.  (Cheers.) 


At the conelusion of his speech, and after the National Anthem 
had been sung, His Royal Highness left the hall, amid cheers, 
accompanied by Lord Alverstone, Mr. Alderman Cooper, Sir 


George Donaldson, Sir Alexander Mackenzie, and others. 


A Concert and Reception was held in the evening and was 
attended by several hundred guests, among those present being 
several members of the Governing Bodies, Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
(the Principal), many of the Professors, Honorary Officers, and a 
large number of past and present students. These ladies and 
sentlemen were received in the Concert Hall, which had been 
beautifully decorated with palms and flowering plants for the 


occasion, by the Chairman of the Committee, Mr. Alderman Cooper, 


and Mrs. Cooper. A preliminary organ performance, consisting of 


Sonata in G, lst movement, Ор. 28 (Elgar), and Fantasia and 
Toccata in D minor, Op. 57 (Stanford), was given by Dr. Н. W. 
Richards. Refreshments were served in several of the principal 
rooms, and during the evening a brilliant concert took place in the 
Concert Hall. Each item of the programme was composed and 
performed by past or present students of the Royal Academy of 
Music, and the Students” Orchestra took part in Sullivan’s 
Overture ‘ Di Ballo,” and Mackenzie's “ Scottish” Concerto for 


Pianoforte (performed by Miss Irene Scharrer).

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Royal Academy of Music. 
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s HIS Royal and National Institution was founded in the year 1822 through the 


patriotie exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh Earl of Westmorland, 


and commenced its publie work in 1823 under the direct patronage of His Majesty 
King George IV., whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual 
subseription of one hundred guineas. His Majesty further evineed his interest in the School 
by granting it а Royal Charter on June 23rd, 1830. His successors, William IV., Queen 
Victoria, and King Edward VIL, were also Patrons of the Academy, and continued the 


peeuniary contribution to its Funds. 


While Prince and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King Edward VII. and 
Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinction upon the Academy by graciously attending, in 
person, the distribution of prizes in the year 1897, and the present Sovereign, King George V., 
with his Consort, Queen Mary, have recently indicated their interest in the institution by 


heading the list of Royal Patrons. 


On the lamented death of the President, H.R.H. The Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious acceptance of the Presidentship by 
H.R.H. The Duke of Connaught and Strathearn. 


The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “to promote the cultivation of 
the science of musie, and to afford facilities for attaining perfection in it by assisting with 


general instruction all persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof.” 
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These duties and privileges were extended by a Supplemental Charter granted on the 
16th December, 1910, by which the Academy is empowered to *' do all and all manner of acts 
and things whatsoever and wheresoever which shall be necessary for or conducive to the effecting 
or earrying out the objects of the Royal Academy of Musie or which the Board of Directors 
thereof shall in their diseretion eonsider necessary for or conducive to such effecting and 


carrying out.” 


During the ninety years of its existence, the Academy has laboured steadfastly to achieve 
these objeets. Its work in the cause of musical education has been carried on, with the help of 
many eminent musicians and lovers of music, by its Principals, Dr. William Crotch, 1823 ; 
Mr. Cipriani Potter, 1832 ; Mr. Charles Lucas, 1859 ; Sir William Sterndale Bennett, 1866; 
Sir George A. Macfarren, 1875 ; and Sir Alexander Campbell Mackenzie, 1888. Thatits work 
has been successful is attested by the fact that starting with only twenty students in 1823, the 
number now under training is over 500, and that of the thousands who have received their musical 
training within its walls, a very large number have risen to positions of eminence and 
distinetion and have extended the good work, not only throughout Great Britain, but to the 


Colonies and India. 


The Curriculum is eomprehensive and is such as to fit а student for the Profession of 
Musie, whether as Performer or Teacher. А large number of Scholarships, Exhibitions and 
Prizes are founded, and are competed for periodically by the students and candidates for 
admission as such. Тһе benefits of the Academy organization are extended to non-students by 
means of its examinations and leetures and by the operations of the Associated Board—a body 
formed in 1889 by combination with the Royal College of Musie under the Presidency of 
H.R.H. The Prince of Wales for holding loeal examinations in Music throughout Great Britain 


and the Colonies. 


The initial work of the former Chairmen of the Board, the late Lord Charles Bruce and 
the late Mr. Thomas Threlfall, has been continued most zealously and effectively by 
Sir William E. Bigge, M.A. (some time Puisne Judge of the Chief Court of Lower Burma), 
since 1907. 


It is a gratifying fact that the connection of Alumni with their Alma Mater is rarely, if ever, 


severed either by lapse of years or by distance which may divide them. Space does not permit 
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of the enumeration here of more than a few of those who have distinguished themselves in their 
profession since leaving the Academy. Amongst many others whose names are to be found in

Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to July, 1911, the work of the 
Academy had been carried on at Tenterden Street, Hanover Square, beginning with 
one house and adding others as the number of pupils increased, until at last six houses were 
absorbed and no further extensions eould be made. The need for more commodious and more 
suitable premises having become urgent, the Directors secured a new site in the Marylebone 
Road, and the foundation stone of the new building was laid by Lord Strathcona on July 14th, 
1910. The building is now completed, and the work of the Academy was transferred to it in 
time to commence the new session at Michaelmas, 1911. 


Though they could not forsake the old home of the Academy without feelings of regret, the 
Governing Bodies feel much gratifieation in being able to provide a building specially designed 
for the work of the School, and affording the professors and students ample accommodation for 


carrying on their studies under better conditions than were obtainable in the old premises. 
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The new Academy, which is to-day formally opened by H. R. H. Prince Arthur of Connaught, 
is central and easily reached; it is near the termini of three main lines (viz., Great Western, 
Great Central, and London and North Western Railways), and also is conveniently situated for 
access by various “Tubes” and omnibus services. It was designed by Messrs. Sir Ernest 
George, A.R.A., and Alfred B. Yeates, F.R.I.B.A., erected by Messrs. Wallis & Son, of 
Maidstone, at a cost of over sixty thousand pounds, and furnished by Messrs. Hampton & Sons. 
The building has a frontage of 181 feet, and the five floors above the ground attain a height of 
about 100 feet. The fabric is of Portland stone and red brick, with green slate roof. The whole 
of the woodwork is of teak, that material being adopted because of its non-combustible qualities. 
The building is in three sections:—the central portion contains the Entrance Hall, Grand 
Staircase, and most of the Class Rooms; the West wing contains the Administrative Offices, 
the General Library and the Angelina Goetz Library—a memorial to that amiable and talented 
lady, presented by her children—and the East wing consists of a handsome Concert Hall | 


capable of seating an audience of over 800, and contains a fine Concert Organ (by Messrs. 


| Norman & Beard) generously presented by Mrs. Threlfall in memory of her husband. | 
Mr. Thomas Threlfall, as Chairman of the Committee of Management from 1887 until | 


his death in 1907, rendered invaluable services to the Institution and endeared himself to all 


his colleagues and subordinates. 


Deseribing his first visit to the new Academy, an eminent musical Critie said : 


“ Standing nearly 50 feet from the roadway in Marylebone Road, near the York Gate of 
Regent’s Park, and within a stone's throw of Baker Street Station, the new buildings are 
unmistakable and have a really imposing appearance. Contained within the four walls are 
some fifty odd teaching rooms, besides the superb room set apart for the Principal, out of which 
opens the Secretary’s room; business offices, separate waiting rooms for male and female 


students, and for the general publie; and restaurants, wherein such students as are so disposed 


may obtain luncheon or afternoon tea. "Telephones abound; indeed, there is a publie telephone | 
installed in the Entrance Hall. There is, too, a passenger lift, and a similar contrivance for | 
the conveyance of pianofortes, a most useful possession in a building that contains over three | 
score of such unwieldy instruments. And almost the most imposing room in the building, with | 
its fine oak panelling, is set apart for the Couneil Chamber or Committee Room. In my | 
wandering over the magnificent building I was very partieularly struck by two facts: Of these, 


one was the extremely bright light that filled the house in every corner. Corridors were radiant, 


agg ———————— -- 


and every room (even such rooms as had sloping ceilings) was beautifully bright and light in 
the day time—a fact that obviously makes for healthiness. Тһе other fact that struck me very 
foreibly was that while my guide and I looked into practically every room—and nearly every 
room was oceupied by a professor or a leeturer and the pupils,—not a sound of music could be 
heard in the corridors. Indeed, save for the patter of busy feet and the brisk chatter of friend 
greeting friend after the holidays, and for the bright and cheery light, one might have been in 
the catacombs, so marked was the silence so far as music was concerned. The effect once or twice 
was almost comical, for as each room has double doors, the top panels of which are of glass, it was 
easy to see some singer evidently singing at the top of the voice, yet to all intents and purposes 
uttering no sound that was audible to us in the corridor a few feet away. Concrete floors and 
unburnable doors have done their duty nobly in destroying sound. Indeed, the new Royal 
Academy of Musie is а superb home for Musie. And who has paid the sixty thousand pounds or 
more that it has eost to erect? It is worth noting, for the immense credit it reflects, that 
not a farthing of the cost has, so far, been asked for from outside sourees.* A number of 
ex-students have willingly contributed towards the eost of decorating the new home of their 
descendants, and the sum thus realised is to be utilised in the beautifying of the Concert 


Room." 


The records of the Institution itself, and of the men who have contributed to its foundation, 
growth and successful work in the past, are matters of history; but of those who have 
assisted in bringing into existence the building which is to-day thrown open to the 
publie, a word should here be said. Foremost among them is the Prineipal, Sir Alexander 
Campbell Mackenzie, Mus.D., LL.D., F.R.A.M., the sixth eminent British Musician to 
hold that office. As a Composer, Sir Alexander's work is too well known to require mention ; 
but only those who are brought into intimate association with him are aware of the sound 
judgment, the broad grasp of the duties of his responsible position, the capacity to lead his 
band of colleagues and assistants and direet the policy of the Institution as well as the 
education of its students, and the versatile and untiring activity, whieh has distinguished his work 
at the Academy, enabling him to attract and endear to himself a staff of Professors unsurpassed 
in any country, and extend the reputation and influence of the Institution over which he presides.

* Since these words were written the Governing Bodies have received several voluntary contributions from 
well-wishers, including £100 from the Clothworkers’ Company and £250 from the R. A.M. Club, towards the balance 
still outstanding on the building. 
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Öther members of the Governing Bodies whose great services to the Academy call for 
special mention here are the Chairman, Mr. Alderman Cooper, who, first as Honorary Treasurer 
and latterly as Chairman of the Committee of Management, has devoted himself 
to the Institution with unsparing zeal; Mr. Charles Rube, who, as Honorary Treasurer 
and Member of Committee, has managed its financial and business affairs with singular ability ; 
Sir George Donaldson, to whose energy and enthusiasm are due the aequisition of the present 
site and the first inspiration of the Architects; Messrs. R. Horton Horton-Smith, К Х,, 
Ernest Mathews, and Edward W. Nicholls, whose business ability on the Committee has been of 
the utmost service; and Mr. Frederick Corder, who, as Curator, has for upwards of twenty years 
assisted the Prineipal in the management of the musical side of the Academy and more recently 
as Chairman of the House Committee. While Mr. Corder’s services in these respeets have been 
highly appreeiated, his chief glory is that, as a Professor of Harmony and Composition of rare 
eminence, he has done more to form and direct the present and future school of British 
Composers than perhaps any man in the Kingdom. Another name well deserving mention is 
that of Mr. George G. T. Treherne, who, as Director and Official Solicitor, has for many years 
assisted in guiding the destiny of the old Institution, and has on many oceasions rendered it 
very conspicuous service. It is not too much to say that the combined efforts of Directors, 

Committee, and Professors could hardly have been productive of the present results without the 

energetie co-operation of Mr. F. Үү. Renaut. Hiseminent services as Secretary have been at the 

disposal of the Academy for twenty-one years, and this is a fitting moment to acknowledge the 

great value of his initiative ability, patience, foresight and capacity for coping with the 

exceptional amount of varied detail which is his daily portion. The many duties pertaining to 

the Secretaryship can only be performed in so effective and unobtrusive a manner by one whose 

devoted interest centres in his office, and Mr. Renaut’s large share in the progress of the 

Institution is not only due to his unremitting zeal and unique experience, but is the direct 

outcome of much labour of love. In allthis he has been ably assisted by Mr. A. Alger Bell, 

Mr. Harold R. Hammond, and the other members of a loyal official staff. 


Of all eoncerned— Directors, Committeemen, Professors, and officials—it may be asserted 
with confidence that they have worked together harmoniously and zealously to achieve the 
noble objects which Lord Westmorland had in view when he opened the old School at 
4, Tenterden Street, ninety years ago, and that their future ambition will be assiduously 


to persevere in the same spirit which animated their predecessors.

Continuity of melodic 
outline, breadth of period and a gradually evolved sonority, rising at times to 


passionate itensity, are its distinguishing features.

This work, short in duration but extensive in scope, is written for the present 
oecasion and demands the unique resources of ten separate five-part Female Choirs, 
with a free instrumental accompaniment. The words, taken from the Psalms, 
are — 

* Sing unto God our strength ; make a joyful noise to the God of Jacob. 

Take a psalm and bring hither the timbrel with the pleasant harp and the psaltery. 

Blow up the trumpet in the new moon, in the time appointed, on our solemn 

feast day. 

Strengthen, O God, that which thou hast wrought for us. 

For unless the Lord bless the house their labour is vain that build it. 

Sing praises unto God. Amen." 

After a solid opening in strict ten-part harmony, the voices are used in very varied 
combinations. The second half of the piece is a fugue in which the ten choirs enter 
in suecession, with the subject always in five-part harmony, until all the fifty parts 
are really in motion. After a return to the opening theme, now in twenty parts, a 


powerful climax in fifty parts is reached and maintained to a sonorous conclusion.

HIS Royal and National Institution was founded in the year 1822 through the 
patriotie exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh Earl of Westmorland, 
and commenced its publie work in 1823 under the direct patronage of His Majesty 
King George IV., whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual 
subseription of one hundred guineas. His Majesty further evinced his interest in the School 
by granting it a Royal Charter on June 28rd, 1830. His successors, William IV., Queen 
Vietoria, and King Edward VIL, were also Patrons of the Academy, and continued ‚the 
peeuniary contribution to its Funds. 


While Prinee and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King Edward VII. and 
Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinction upon the Academy by graciously attending, in 
person, the distribution of prizes in the year 1897, and the present Sovereign, King George Nas 
with his Consort, Queen Mary, have recently indicated their interest in the institution by 
heading the list of Royal Patrons. 


On the lamented death of the President, H.R.H. The Duke of Daxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious acceptance of the Presidentship by 
H.R.H. The Duke of Connaught and Strathearn. 


The objeets of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “to promote the cultivation of 
the science of music, and to afford facilities for attaining perfection in it by assisting with 
general instruction all persons desirous of acquiring à knowledge thereof." 


These duties and privileges were extended by a Supplemental Charter granted on the 
16th December, 1910, by which the Academy is empowered to “ do all and all manner of aets 
and things whatsoever and wheresoever which shall be necessary for or conducive to the effeeting 
or carrying out the objects of the Royal Academy of Music or which the Board of Directors 
thereof shall in their diseretion eonsider necessary for or condueive to such effecting and 


earrying out.” 


During the ninety years of its existence, the Academy has laboured steadfastly to achieve 
these objects. Its work in the cause of musical education has been carried on, with the help of 
many eminent musicians and lovers of music, by its Principals, Dr. William Croteh, 1823 ; 
Mr. Cipriani Potter, 1832 ; Mr. Charles Lucas, 1859 ; Sir William Sterndale Bennett, 1866; 
Sir George А. Macfarren, 1875 ; and Sir Alexander Campbell Maekenzie, 1888. Thatits work 
has been successful is attested by the fact that starting with only twenty students in 1823, the 
number now under training is over 500, and that of the thousands who have received their musical 
training within its walls, a very large number have risen to positions of eminence and 
distinetion and have extended the good work, not only throughout Great Britain, but to the 


Colonies and India. 


The Curriculum is comprehensive and is such as to fit a student for the Profession of 
Music, whether as Performer or Teacher. A large number of Scholarships, Exhibitions and 
Prizes are founded, and are eompeted for periodically by the students and candidates for 
admission as such. Тһе benefits of the Academy organization are extended to non-students by 
means of its examinations and lectures and by the operations of the Associated Board—a body 
formed in 1889 by combination with the Royal College of Music under the Presidency of 
H.R.H. The Prince of Wales for holding local examinations in Music throughout Great Britain 


and the Colonies. 


The initial work of the former Chairmen of the Board, the late Lord Charles Bruce and 
the late Mr. Thomas Threlfall, has been continued most zealously and effectively by 
Sir William E. Bigge, M.A. (some time Puisne Judge of the Chief Court of Lower Burma), 
simce 1907.

and Member of Committee, has managed its financial and business affairs with singular ability ; 
Sir George Donaldson, to whose energy and enthusiasm are due the aequisition of the present 
site and the first inspiration of the Architeets; Messrs. В. Horton Horton-Smith, K.C., 
Ernest Mathews, and Edward W. Nicholls, whose business ability on the Committee has been of 
the utmost service ; and Mr. Frederick Corder, who, as Curator, has for upwards of twenty years 
assisted the Prineipal in the management of the musical side of the Academy and more recently 
as Chairman of the House Committee. While Mr. Corder's services in these respeets have been 
highly appreciated, his chief glory is that, as a Professor of Harmony and Composition of rare 
eminence, he has done more to form and direct the present and future school of British 
Composers than perhaps any man in the Kingdom. Another name well deserving mention is 
that of Mr. George G. T. Treherne, who, as Director and Official Solieitor, has for many years 
assisted in guiding the destiny of the old Institution, and has on many oeeasions rendered it 
very conspicuous service. It is not too much to say that the combined efforts of Directors, 
Committee, and Professors could hardly have been productive of the present results without the 
energetic co-operation of Mr. F. W. Renaut. His eminent services as Secretary have been at the 
disposal of the Academy for twenty-one years, and this is a fitting moment to acknowledge the 
great value of his initiative ability, patienee, foresight and capacity for coping with the 
exceptional amount of varied detail which is his daily portion. The many duties pertaining to 
the Secretaryship ean only be performed in so effective and unobtrusive a manner by one whose 
devoted interest centres in his office, and Mr. Renaut's large share in the progress of the 
Institution is not only due to his unremitting zeal and unique experience, but is the direct 
outeome of much labour of love. In all this he has been ably assisted by Mr. A. Alger Bell, 


Mr. Harold R. Hammond, and the other members of a loyal official staff. 


Of all concerned— Directors, Committeemen, Professors, and offieials—it may be asserted 
with confidence that they have worked together harmoniously and zealously to achieve the 
noble objects whieh Lord Westmorland had in view when he opened the old School at 
4, Tenterden Street, ninety years ago, and that their future ambition will be assiduously 


to persevere in the same spirit which animated their predecessors.

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SPECIAL TRAINING COURSE FOR 
TEACHERS. 


Тнів Course has been instituted to meet the increased and increasing 
demands made upon the teachers of to-day, with the purpose of enabling those 
persons already advanced as performers to obtain that special equipment which 
is now being recognised as essential to the proper and adequate discharge of 
the duties of a teacher. It has been designed with the further object of showing 
the extreme importance of GENERAL MUSICIANSHIP (comprising Ear- 
training, a knowledge of the methods of dealing with School Class-Singing, and 
the practical application of Harmony-Study) in relation to all work on the 
pianoforte side. 


The Course consists of a series of Lecture-Lessons by specialists in the 
following subjects :— 

(I. The fundamentals of teaching Pianoforte Technique and Inter- 

pretation (elementary and advanced). 
(IL) Ear-Training and Sight-Singing. 
(ПІ.) Aural and Keyboard Harmony-Study. 
(IV.) Musical Analysis (including the study of Form and of the 
characteristics of Music of various periods). 
(V.) Class-Singing and Voice-Production for Children. 
(VI.) Elementary Psychology as applied to teaching. 

The Course will also include one individual lesson per week in Pianoforte 
Playing. Although this is optional,* it is desirable that those entering for the 
Course shall take this weekly lesson. 

All the above-named Lecture-Lessons are designed with the primary object 
of being a TRAINING IN TEACHING, and students attending them may, 
from time to time, be called upon to give practical demonstration of points 
specified by the Lecturers. 

The fee for the Teachers’ Training Course (to include all Lecture-Lessons 
and, in addition, one lesson per week in Pianoforte-Playing) is Twelve guineas 
(£12 125. 04.) per term. 

The fee for the above Course (excluding the lesson in Pianoforte-Playing) 
is eight guineas (48 8з. 04.) per term. 

In addition, there is an entrance fee of two guineas. This entrance fee is 
not required from Students already in the Academy. 

Persons who are exempt from attendance at the lectures on Ear-Training 
and Voice-Culture will pay two guineas less per term. 


Persons already taking the ordinary Students’ Course in the Royal 
Academy of Music, may attend SINGLE COURSES of Lecture-Lessons in 
any of the subjects named by special arrangement (for fees see other side); 
but only those taking the whole year’s Course in all these subjects will be 
eligible for the special Examination. 


* The student may be exempted from this lesson under certain circumstances.

SPECIAL TEACHERS’ EXAMINATION. 
(See Special Syllabus.) 


In the autumn following each yearly course of study an Examination will 
be held. Those reaching the required standard in the various subjects of 
examination will be recommended to the Directors of the Academy for the 
distinetion of ASSOCIATE OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY OF MUSIC, with 
the privilege of the use after their names of the letters A.R.A.M. 


Attendance during at least one complete year of the Special Training Course 
(three terms) is necessary before a student is eligible for this Examination. 


Persons who hold the Certificate οἳ Merit of the Royal Academy of Musie 
in Pianoforte-Playing, or who are Licentiates of the Academy in that subject, 
are exempt from the SOLO-PLAYING portion of the above-named Examination, 
but must submit to all the other specified tests. Similarly persons who hold a 
certificate in Voice-Culture, Sight-Singing and Ear-Training granted by the 
Royal Academy of Music in 1911, or later, will be exempt from the tests in 
those subjeets and from attendance at the lectures thereon. Such persons will 
pay reduced fees. 


The Examination will be based upon the matters detailed in the 
Synopses, and will also include the performance of contrasted movements 
selected by the candidates from the list of works announced for this purpose 
in the Special Examination Syllabus, except for candidates exempted in 


accordance with previous paragraph. 
The Examination will be partly viva voce, and partly by means of papers. 


The Viva Voce Examinations will be conducted by Boards of not less than two 
examiners. Ample time will be given for the working of the various papers. 


The fee for the whole examination is Ten guineas, and the last date for 
entry will be one month before the date of examination in the Autumn of 1913, 


as announced in the Special Examination Syllabus. 


The Syllabus of the Special Examination referred to in the foregoing 


paragraphs will be forwarded on applieation.

Tuis Royal and National Institution, founded in the year 1822, through 
the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh 
Earl of Westmorland, was opened to the public on March 24, 
1828, under the direct patronage of His Majesty King George IV., 
whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual donation of 
one hundred guineas. One of the last official acts of the monarch 
was the signing, on June 23, 1880, only three days before his death, 
of the Charter granted to the School. His successor, King William IV., 
was also a Patron of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary con- 
tribution to its funds. In 1884, by his royal command, the proceeds 
of the Handel Festival held in Westminster Abbey, at which 
the students of the Academy took part in the performance of “ Israel 
in Egypt,’ were divided equally between the Royal Society of 
Musicians of Great Britain, the Choral Fund, the New Musical Fund, 
and the Royal Academy of Music, the Academy benefiting thereby to 
the extent of £2,250. 

Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, on her accession to the throne 
in 1837, graciously continued the patronage and support extended 
to the Academy by her two predecessors, and, together with the late 
Prince Consort, honoured with her presence a Concert which was 
given for the benefit of the School in 1858. 

While Prince and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King 
Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinction 
upon the Academy by graciously attending, in person, the Distribution 
of Prizes in St. James’s Hall in the year 1897, and the Sovereign 
still bestows the unbroken interest and Royal support which the 
Institution has enjoyed since its foundation. 

On the lamented death of H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious accept- 
ance of the Presidentship by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and 
Strathearn. 

The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are ‘‘ to 
promote the Cultivation of the Science of Music, and to afford facilities 
for attaining perfection in it by assisting with general instruction all 
persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof." 

During the early part of its career, ‘‘ Academic ’’ Concerts for the 
benefit of the Institution were given by the Directors, in which, 
although the celebrated artists and musicians of the day contributed 
largely to the programmes, the orchestral class and a few of the 
more prominent students of singing took part. But it is worthy of 
mention that, as early as 1828, the Royal Academy of Musie Students 
were permitted to give a Concert before King George IV. in St. James’s 
Palace. In the same, and also in the following year, a series of Italian 
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Operas (the vocalists as well as the orchestra being composed entirely 
of Royal Academy of Music Students) took place in the English Opera 
House and King's Theatre; Il Barbiére,” “ L'Inganno Felice,” 
“ L'Italiana in Algeria," ** Il Matrimonio Segreto,” and ‘ Cosi fan 
Tutte ” being the operas performed. The third and fourth perform- 
ances in England of Beethoven's Ninth Symphony were given іп 1835 
and 1836, under the direction of Mr. Charles Lucas; also the first 
performance in England of Haydn's * Seasons." As the School 
developed, these performances were continued —first in the Hanover 
Square Rooms, and afterwards in St. James's Hall, Piccadilly, and 
Queen's Hall. Thus for many years the Students have been 
constantly before the public. 

Since 1868 the number of Students has annually increased, and, 
as Occasion demanded, additions to the building have been made. 
The concert room was enlarged to its present dimensions, and the 
lease of No. 5, Tenterden Street acquired, in 1876. Subsequently, a 
house in the adjoining street was taken, and again, in 1892, it was 
found necessary to add yet another house (No. 6, Tenterden Street) 
to those already occupied. 

Theeurrieulum, whichincludestuitionin all brancheso* music, and 
the study of elocution and languages, is comprehensive and eomplete. 

The School has, since its foundation, never failed to retain its 
leading position, and within recent years the educational course has 
been augmented by the institution of the sight-reading classes; 
the operatic and dramatic classes; classes for ensemble practice ; 
the students’ fortnightly concerts; weekly lectures; and the addition 
of deportment, stage-daneing, fencing, and physical drill elasses. 

Owing to the great and increasing interest taken in the Dramatic 
Class, and the marked ability displayed by many of the Students in 
acting and elocution, the Committee have, with a view to the further 
encouragement of these Arts, decided to permit each of them to be 
made a subject of prineipal study in connection with a suitable musical 
currieulum in either case. 

For many years the Royal Academy of Musie held Local 
Examinations throughout the kingdom, which were popular and 
luerative. In order, however, to raise the standard of these exami- 
nations, and assist the public towards the elimination of defective 
instruction in music, the Royal Academy of Music entered into 
negotiations with the Royal College of Music for combined action in 
the matter. These negotiations happily resulted in a union of the 
forces of the two Institutions for the purposes of Local Examinations 
in Musie, and the formation, in the year 1889, of the ** Associated 
Board," under the Presidency of His late Majesty King Edward VII., 
then Prince of Wales. 

The work of the ** Associated Board " of the two great Chartered 
Schools of Musie has produced excellent results. The scheme 
includes the Local Examination of Schools, as well as ** Local Centre ” 
Examinations, and has recently been extended to the Colonies. 

The Academy continues its own separate Examination in London 
(independent of Academy Teaching) of Music Teachers and Performers. 
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This is known as the “ Metropolitan Examination.” Successful 
Candidates atthis Examination, which increases annually in popular 
estimation, receive Diplomas certifying to their proficiency, and are 
created, by the Directors, Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music. 


A special training course for teachers has been instituted 
to meet the increased and increasing demands made upon the teachers 
of to-day, with the purpose of enabling those persons already advanced 
as performers to obtain that special equipment which is now being 
recognised as essential to the proper and adequate discharge of the 
duties of a teacher. It has been designed with the further object of 
showing the extreme importance of General Musicianship (comprising 
Kar-training, a knowledge of the methods of dealing with School Class- 
Singing, and the praetical application of Harmony-Study) in relation 
to all work on the instrumental side. Successful eandidates at the 
examination held in connection with this Course receive the distinction 
of Associateship (A.R.A.M.). 

Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to July, 
1911, the work of the Academy had been carried on at Tenterden 
Street, Hanover Square, beginning with one house and adding 
others as the number of pupils increased, until at last six 
houses were absorbed and no further extension could be made. 
The need for more commodious and more suitable premises 
having become urgent, the Directors secured a new site in the 
Marylebone Road, and the foundation stone of the new building 
was laid by Lord Strathcona on July 14, 1910. The building is 
now completed, and the work of the Academy was transferred 
to it in time to commence the new session at Michaelmas, 
1911. The new Academy is central and easily reached ; it is 
near the termini of three main lines (viz, Great Western, 
Great Central, and London and North Western Railways), and 
is conveniently situated also for access by various “ Tubes” 
and omnibus services. 


Though they cannot forsake the old home of the Academy 
without feelings of regret, the Governing Bodies feel much 
gratification in being able to provide a building specially 
designed for the work of the School and affording the professors 
and students ample accommodation for carrying on their 
studies under better conditions than were obtainable in the old 
building. |

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CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT. 


The Academy is incorporated by Royal Charter, granted June 23, 
1880, and, as provided therein, is governed by a President, four Vice- 
Presidents, Board of Directors, Committee of Management, Chairman, 
and Treasurer, all of whom are elected from among the members of 
the body corporate. Acting under these are the House Committee, 
the Prineipal, and the executive offieials. 

Membership in the Corporation is unlimited, and all classes of 
Subseribing Members are eligible for election on the Directorate and 
the Committee of Management.

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SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The holder of апу Scholarship or Exhibition is ineligible for 
future competitions for that particular Scholarship or Exhibition. 

There are fifty-four Scholarships and Exhibitions in active 
operation at present. They are obtainable by competition only, and, 
except where the contrary is stated, both Students and Non- 
students are eligible. As a rule, they are tenable for three years ; but 
the conditions of competition and tenure vary in accordance with the 
wishes of the respective founders. Full partieulars and entry forms 
are obtainable on applieation to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to 
the eompetitions. The holder of a Scholarship or Exhibition is, 
during the tenure of the same, ineligible to compete for any other 
Scholarship or Exhibition. The holder of a Scholarship is subject 
to periodieal examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress be not 
given, the Committee may declare the Scholarship vacant, and hold 
a new election for the residue of the term thereof. The Scholarships

PAYING STUDENTS. 


Ordinary Paying Students are admitted at the commencement of 
each Term and Half-Term. Before entering, they are examined by the 
Prineipal or Curator. 


This Examination is in no sense competitive, and persons are 
aecepted as Students provided they give evidence of careful pre- 
liminary training or of sufficient natural ability. The objects of 
the Examination are (1) to enable the Principal to judge as to the 
general fitness of a candidate for acceptance as a Student; (2) to 
ascertain the degree of proficiency already attained by the candidate ; 
and (3), 1f accepted, to make the necessary arrangements for professors 
and classes. 


The fee for this Examination is 1 Guinea, which amount should 
be forwarded, with the printed form of application for admission 
(obtainable from the Seeretary), at least three days before the date of 
examination. Ifthe applicant become a Student, this fee is considered 
as part payment of the entrance fee of 2 Guineas. 


The appointment of Students to the various Professors is left 
absolutely to the discretion of the Prineipal, who, however, as far as 
possible, endeavours to meet the wishes of Students in this respect. 


Students are not admitted for a shorter period than three Terms, 
nor, except as stated in the following paragraph, for less than the 
ordinary curriculum. 


A limited number of Wind Instrument Students are received for 
a modified course of study at a proportionately lower fee. (See p. 21.) 


To obtain the highest awards of the Academy, a course of at least 
three years’ study is requisite. 
At least fourteen days’ notice of the removal of a Student is required. 


Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary, the fees 
for half a Term shall be payable. 


There is no limit to the age of Paying Students. 


It is open to any person to assist Students by paying the whole or 
à portion of their fees, by subscribing to the Fund established for 
that purpose (see p. 28), or by founding Exhibitions, &c.

A class for the special study of Pianoforte Accompaniment is open 
to all students with the approval of the Principal. 

Lectures on the History of Musie and Musicians are given weekly 
(on Wednesdays from 8 to 4) throughout Michaelmas and Lent Terms. 
Students and Members are admitted to these lectures without charge. 

Students areusuallyrequired toattend on threeorfour days per week, 
and for the greater part of the day. Lessons ате given between 9 a.m.and 
(p.m. In no case can Students be accepted for evening lessons only. 

From the above list of Subjects a Student may adopt the following 
ordinary course of study, or such portion thereof as the Prineipal may 
approve.

4.— Bight Singing and Musical Dictation—One hour's lesson per 
week, in class. 

5.—Diction (for Students whose Principal Study is Singing)— 
One hour per week, in class. 

6.—Choir Training (for Students whose prineipal study is Organ- 
playing)—One hour per week, in class. 

7.—Orchestral Practice—Five hours per week, if sufficiently 
advanced. 

Attendance at the above classes is obligatory, except under special 
circunstances and with the written permission of the Principal or Curator. 

8.— Ensemble Playing—Six hours per week, if approved by the 
Principal. 

9.—Lectures on Music and Musicians—From time to time, as 
announced by the Committee. 

10.— Wind Instrument Students accepted under the arrangement 
referred to on page 19 receive two individual lessons of thirty 
minutes per week on their respectiveinstruments, one hour’s lesson per 
week in Harmony, in class, and have the privilege of attending the 
Sight Singing and Ensemble Classes and Orchestral Practices, 

Attendance at the classes numbered 8 and 9 is not obligatory. 
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The Subjeets printed in italies in the list on p. 20 are extra 
to the ordinary course of study. Attendance at the classes in which 
they are taught is therefore optional, and an additional fee is charged 
to those Students who join them, with ihe exception that Students 
whose Prineipal Study is Singing are not required to pay the 


additional fee for the Diction Class. Certain of these subjects 


may, however, with the sanction of the Prineipal, be adopted as 
Second Study.

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REPORTS. 

A report on the progress of each Student is made annually by the 
Professors concerned, and is transmitted ру the Prineipal to the parents 
or guardians of the Student. Special reports ofa similar character are 
made when desirable. 


SUB-PROFESSORSHIPS. 

All Students are taught with a view to the possibility of their 
becoming teachers, and, as a mark of particular distinction, advanced 
Students are appointed Sub-Professors and are required to give 
instruction in the Academy under the supervision of their own Pro- 
fessors. This appointment is for a period not exceeding three years, 
and is relinquished if the Student leave the Academy before the 
expiration of the period. 


EXAMINATION ON LEAVING, DISTINCTIONS, &c. 

On leaving the Institution, Students who have attended more 
than three Terms may be examined by the Principal. If the 
examination prove satisfactory they receive a Certificate of their 
qualification as teacher, performer, or both; and such Students 
as show special merit and ability at this examination are eligible, 
on the recommendation of the Committee of Management, to 
receive the distinction of being elected, by the Directors, Associates 
of the Institution, with the privilege of the use after their names of 
the letters A.R. A.M. (See Regulation (a), p. 26.) 

Students who distinguish themselves in the Musical Profession 
after quitting the Institution may, on the recommendation of the 
Committee of Management, be elected, by the Directors, Associates 
or Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, with the privilege of the 
use after their names of the letters A.R.A.M. and F.R.A.M. respectively. 

No Student, nor any Past Student not being an Associate or 
Fellow of the Academy, is under any circumstances entitled to use 
these distinguishing letters. 

No Student is allowed to take part in any public performance, or 
publish any composition, or enter into any professional engagement, 
without the permission of the Principal. 


CONCERTS, OPERATIC AND DRAMATIC 
PERFORMANCES. 

Evidence of the progress made by the Students is given at the 
Fortnightly Concerts held during Term time in the Academy, and by 
Public Chamber and Orchestral Concerts given twice every Term in such 
Metropolitan Concert Hall as the Committee may select. Friends 
of Students and Subscribers to the Institution receive tickets for these 
Concerts. 

From time to time since the year 1828 publie performances of 
Opera have been given by the Students, both at the Academy 
and in Metropolitan Theatres. The list for the last ten years com- 
prises selections from fifty-six operas, and the performance of six 
complete works. 
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THE ANGELINA GOETZ LIBRARY. 
(Founded by Miss Alice and Messrs. Ludovie and Charles Goetz, 1908 
in Memory of their Mother.) 

This library contains about 850 scores of modern works. By the 
Deed of Gift it is provided that ** all members of the Corporate Body 
and Students in the R. A.M. and any other person who has the special 
permission of either of the Donors, the Prineipal, Curator, or Secretary 
of the Academy, shall have access during Term time, from 10 to 5 
daily, except on Saturdays, when the Library is closed at 1 o'clock." 


THE LENDING LIBRARY. 

The Musie Library, which has been enriched by a large 
number of Orchestral Scores, the gift of Messrs. Novello & Co., Ltd., 
is open for the use of Students, who are responsible for works which 
they borrow, and liable for any loss or damage of the same. 

The Royal Academy of Musie has received a welcome gift in the 
form of some 200 volumes of Music, chiefly consisting of old church 
music and modern operas of the French School. This was the bulk 
of the library formed by the late Arthur Prendergast, and it includes 
nearly the entire vocal and instrumental works of Charles Gounod, 
Ballets by Délibes, Widor, &e., Operas by Rubinstein, Meyerbeer, 
Wagner, Mozart, Gluck and many others. The church musie 
comprises, besides the Masses of Haydn, Mozart and Cherubini, many 


volumes of Anthems and Services by the great English Church 
composers. 


LODGINGS FOR STUDENTS. 
There is no accommodation in the Academy for resident Students. 
For the convenience of Parents, Guardians, and Students, a list of 
persons who are desirous of receiving Students as boarders, and who 
have given references as to their fitness and respectability, is kept. 
This list is open to inspection at all times, and a copy thereof will be 


sent to the parents or friends of intending Students on application to

LUNCHEONS, &c. 
Arrangements are made for the supply of luncheons, teas, and 
light refreshments, under the supervision of the House Committee 
and the Secretary, and, as nearly as possible, at cost price. 


STUDENTS' PRACTICE. 

Owing to want of space, general practice cannot be permitted at 
the Academy. Two practice organs have, however, been erected for the 
eonvenience of Students, and certain rooms with pianofortes are placed 
at their disposal for private practice, when convenient.

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BYE-LAWS RELATING ТО DISTINCTIONS. 


(a). — Students who show special merit and ability in the examination 
referred to in Regulation XV. of the Committee of Manage- 
ment shall—upon production to the Directors of a Certificate 
signed by the Chairman of the Committce.or by the Prineipal 
Music Professor to that effect, and also showing that the said 
Students passed the said Examination on, or, as the case may 
be, during the term next after, leaving the Academy, or at 
such later date as the Directors in their discretion shall decide 
— receive the additional distinction of being elected, by the 
Directors, Associates of the Institution. 


(b)—Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any 
of the subjects which form part of the course of study at the 
Academy, but who have not passed any such examination as 
aforesaid, may also, upon the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management, be elected by the Directors Associates of the 


Institution. 


(c).— Existing Associates of the Royal Academy of Music, and Associates 
elected under these bye-laws, and no other persons, shall be 
entitled to the use after their names of the initials A. R. A.M. 


(4). —Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any of 
the RER which form part of the course of study at the 
Academy, or who have rendered distinguished service to the 
Institution, may, on the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management and the written certificate of the Principal 
Musie Professor, be elected, by the Directors, Fellows of the 
Royal Academy of Music. 


(e).—The number of Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music shall be 
limited to one hundred. 


(f).—Existing Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, and Fellows 
elected under this Rule, and no other persons, shall be entitled 
to the use after their names of the initials F.R. A.M. 


(g).— Persons who pass successfully the examinations held in London, 
independent of the Academy teaching, for the Licentiateship 
shall—upon production to the Directors of a Certificate signed 
by the Chairman of the Committee to that effect—be elected 
by the Directors Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Musie, 
and shall receive diplomas signed by the Principal Music 
Professor and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musical 
profession in which respectively they have been examined. 


(7). — Existing Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music, and 
Licentiates elected under this Rule, and no other persons, 
shall be entitled to the use after iheir names of the initials 


L.R.A.M. 
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(i). Honorary Members appointed by the Committee of Management, 
in virtue of the power expressly conferred upon them by the 
Charter, and no other persons, shall be entitled to the use after 
their names of the expression ** Hon. R. A.M." 

(j).—The Directors shall have power by resolution duly carried at a 
meeting specially convened for the purpose to deprive any 
Honorary Member, Professor, Student, or Official of the 
Academy, who shall have been removed by the Committee of 
Management for misconduct, of any title, privilege, or honour 
eonferred by the Academy, and written notice of such 
deprivation shall be forthwith given to the person so deprived. 

The above Bye-laws are made by the Directors, acting under the 

Charter given by His late Most Gracious Majesty King George IV. 

Nore.—The Royal Academy of Musie does not confer or authorise 
any distinetions other than those above named; and the publie is 
cautioned against being misled by any imitation thereof. 


THE METROPOLITAN EXAMINATION. 


Àn Examination, independent of Academy teaching, of Musical 
Composers, Performers, and Teachers, is held at the Academy twice 
à year—viz., during the Summer and Christmas Vacations. Successful 
eandidates thereat are ereated by the Directors, Licentiates of the 
Royal Academy of Musie, with the exclusive right to the use after 
their names of the initials L.R.A.M., and receive Diplomas, signed 
by the Principal and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musical 
profession in which, respectively, they have been examined. 

During the last ten years 10,440 Candidates have presented 
themselves for this examination, of whom an average of 29:65 per 
cent. have passed. 

The Syllabus of the next Examination, and all further information 
relating thereto, may be obtained from the Secretary on applieation. 

The last day on which names and exercises can be received will 
be, for the First Period, June 30; and, for the Second Period, 
October 81. 

The Syllabus of the L.R.A.M. Examination is published annually 
at Easter, and will be sent on application at that time or after. Each 


syllabus applies to the Examination held at the following Michaelmas 
and Christmas. 


Àn Examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voiee Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for Children is now 
established. The said Examination is held at the Royal Academy of 
Musie, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age, and whether 
edueated at the Academy or elsewhere. The Examination is held twice 
a year during the Academy Summer and Christmas Vacations. The fee 
payable is £3 3s., and successful candidates receive a certificate of pro- 
ficiency. Asa preparation for the above-named Examination, courses 
of Lectures are given at the Academy periodically. These Lectures are 
open to students and non-students on payment of a small fee. Š

TEACHERS. 


THIS Course has been instituted to meet the increased and increasing 
demands made upon the teachers of to-day, with the purpose of enabling those 
persons already advanced as performers to obtain that special equipment which 
is now being recognised as essential to the proper and adequate discharge of 
the duties of a teacher. It has been designed with the further object of showing 
the extreme importance of GENERAL MUSICIANSHIP (comprising Ear- 
training, a knowledge of the methods of dealing with School Class-Singing, and 
the practical application of Harmony-Study) in relation to all work on the 
pianoforte side. 

The Course consists of a series of Lecture-Lessons by specialists in the 
following subjects :— 

(I. The fundamentals of teaching Pianoforte Technique and Inter- 

pretation (elementary and advanced). 


(II) Tonality and Notation. 

(111) The teaching of Ear-Training and Sight-Singing. 

(IV.) Aural and Keyboard Harmony-Study. 
(V.) Musical Analysis (including the study of Form and of the 

characteristics of Music of various periods). 
(VI.) Class-Singing and Voice-Production for Children. 
(VII.) Phrasing as conditioned by Construction. 
(VIII. Elementary Psychology as applied to teaching. 

The Course will also include one individual lesson per week in Pianoforte 
Playing. Although this is optional,* it is desirable that those entering for the 
Course shall take this weekly lesson. 

All the above-named Lecture-Lessons are designed with the primary object 
of being a TRAINING IN TEACHING, and students attending them may 
from time to time be called upon to give praetical demonstration of points 
specified by the Lecturers. 


The fee for the Teachers’ Training Course (to include all Lecture-Lessons 
and, in addition, one lesson per week in Pianoforte-Playing) is Twelve guineas 
(£12 12s. Od.) per term. 

The fee for the above Course (excluding the lesson in Pianoforte-Playing 
is eight guineas (£8 8s. Od.) per term. 


In addition, there is an entrance fee of two guineas. This entrance fee is 
not required from Students already in the Academy. 

Persons who are exempt from attendance at the lectures on Ear-Training 
and Voice-Culture will pay two guineas less per term. 

Persons already taking the ordinary Students’ Course in the Royal 
Academy of Music, may attend SINGLE COURSES of Lecture-Lessons in 
any of the subjects named by special arrangement (for fees see other side); 
but only those taking the whole year's Course in all these subjects will be 
eligible for the special Examination.

In the autumn following each yearly course of study an Examination will 
be held. Those reaching the required standard in the various subjects of 
examination will be recommended to the Directors of the Academy for the 
distinction of ASSOCIATE OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY OF MUSIC, with 
the privilege of the use after their names of the letters A.R.A.M. 


Attendance during at least one complete year of the Special Training Course 
(three terms) is necessary before a student is eligible for this Examination. 


Persons who hold the Certificate of Merit of the Royal Academy of Music 
in Pianoforte-Playing, or who are Licentiates of the Academy in that subject, 
are exempt from the SOLO-PLAYING portion of the above-named Examination, 
but must submit to all the other specified tests. Similarly persons who hold a 
certificate in Voice-Culture, Sight-Singing and Ear-Training granted by the 
Royal Academy of Music in 1911, or later, will be exempt froin the tests in 
those subjeets and from attendance at the lectures thereon. Such persons will 


рау reduced fees. 


The Examination will be based upon the matters detailed in the 
Synopses, and will also include the performance of contrasted movements 
selected by the candidates from the list of works announced for this purpose 
in the Special Examination Syllabus, except for candidates exempted in 
accordance with previous paragraph. 


The Examination will be partly viva voce, and partly by means of papers. 
The Viva Voce Examinations wil be conducted by Boards of not less than two 
examiners. Ample time will be given for the working of the various papers. 


The fee for the whole examination is Ten guineas, and the last date for 
entry will be one month before the date of examination in the Autumn of 1913, 
as announced in the Special Examination Syllabus.

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A SHORT HISTORY 


OF THE 


Royal Academy of Music. 


- 


Tuis Royal and National Institution, founded in the year 1822, through 
the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh 
Earl of Westmorland, was opened to the public on March 24, 
1823, under the direct patronage of His Majesty King George IV., 
whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual donation of 
one hundred guineas. One of the last official acts of the monarch 
was the signing, on June 28, 1880, only three days before his death, 
of the Charter granted to the School. His successor, King William IV., 
was also a Patron of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary con- 
tribution to its funds. In 1884, by his royal command, the proceeds 
of the Handel Festival held in Westminster Abbey, at which 
the students of the Academy took part in the performance of “ Israel 
in Egypt,’’ were divided equally between the Royal Society of 
Musicians of Great Britain, the Choral Fund, the New Musical Fund, 
and the Royal Academy of Music, the Academy benefiting thereby to 
the extent of £2,250. 

Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, on her accession to the throne 
in 1837, graciously continued the patronage and support extended 
to the Academy by her two predecessors, and, together with the late 
Prince Consort, honoured with her presence a Concert which was 
given for the benefit of the School in 1858. 

While Prince and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King 
Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinction 
upon the Academy by graciously attending, in person, the Distribution 
of Prizes in St. James’s Hall in the year 1897, and the Sovereign 
still bestows the unbroken interest and Royal support which the 
Institution has enjoyed since its foundation. 

On the lamented death of H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious accept- 
ance of the Presidentship by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and 
Strathearn. 

The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are ‘‘ to 
promote the Cultivation of the Science of Music, and to afford facilities 
for attaining perfection in it by assisting with general instruction all 
persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof." 

During the early part of its career, ‘‘ Academic ’’ Concerts for the 
benefit of the Institution were given by the Directors, in which, 
although the celebrated artists and musicians of the day contributed 
largely to the programmes, the orchestral class and a few of the 
more prominent students of singing took part. But it is worthy of 
mention that, as early as 1828, the Royal Academy of Music Students 
were permitted to give a Concert before King George IV. in St. James’s 
Palace. In the same, and also in the following year, a series of Italian 
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This is known as the ‘ Metropolitan Examination.” Successful 
Candidates at this Examination, which increases annually in popular 
estimation, receive Diplomas certifying to their proficiency, and are 
ereated, by the Directors, Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music. 
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А special training course for teachers has been instituted 
to meet the increased and increasing demands made upon the teachers 
of to-day, with the purpose of enabling those persons already advanced 
as performers to obtain that special equipment which is now being 
recognised as essential to the proper and adequate discharge of the 
duties of a teacher. It has been designed with the further objeet of 
showing the extreme importance of General Musieianship (comprising 
Ear-training, a knowledge of the methods of dealing with School Class- 
Singing, and the praetieal application of Harmony-Study) in relation 
to all work on the instrumental side. Successful eandidates at the 
examination held in connection with this Course receive the distinction 
of Associateship (A.R.A.M.). 


Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to July, 
1911,the work of the Academy had been carried on at Tenterden 
Street, Hanover Square, beginning with one house and adding 
others as the number of pupils increased, until at last six 
houses were absorbed and no further extension could be made. 
The need for more commodious and more suitable premises 
having become urgent, the Directors secured a new site in the 
Marylebone Eoad, and the foundation stone of the new building 
was laid by Lord Strathcona on July 14,1910. The building is 
now completed, and the work of the Academy was transferred 
to it in time to commence the new session at Michaelmas, 
1911. The new Academy is central and easily reached; it is 
near the termini of three main lines (viz., Great Western, 
Great Central,and London and North Western Railways), and 
is conveniently situated also for access by various “Tubes” 
and omnibus services. 


Though they cannot forsake the old home of the Academy 
without feelings of regret, the Governing Bodies feel much 
gratification in being able to provide a building specially 
designed for the work of the School and affording the professors 
and students ample accommodation for carrying on their 
studies under better conditions than were obtainable in the old 
building. 


Further information will be supplied by the Secretary on 
application. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The holder of any Scholarship or Exhibition is ineligible for 
future competitions for that particular Scholarship or Exhibition. 

There are fifty-four Scholarships and Exhibitions in active 
operation at present. They are obtainable by competition only, and, 
except where the contrary is stated, both Students and Non- 
students are eligible. Asa rule, they are tenable for three years ; but 
the conditions of competition and tenure vary in accordance with the 
wishes of the respective founders. Full particulars and entry forms 
are obtainable on application to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to 
the competitions. The holder of a Scholarship or Exhibition is, 
during the tenure of the same, ineligible to compete for any other 
Scholarship or Exhibition. The holder of а Seholarship is subject 
{о periodical examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress be not 
given, the Committee may declare the Scholarship vacant, and hold 
a new election for the residue of the term thereof. The Scholarships

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PAYING STUDENTS. 


Ordinary Paying Students are admitted at the commencement of 
each Term and Half-Term. Before entering, they are examined by the 
Prineipal or Curator. 


This Examination is in no sense competitive, and persons are 
aecepted as Students provided they give evidence of careful pre- 
liminary training or of suffieient natural ability. The objects of 
the Examination are (1) to enable the Principal to judge as to the 
general fitness of a candidate for acceptance as a Student; (2) to 
ascertain the degree of proficiency already attained by the candidate ; 
and (3), if accepted, to make the necessary arrangements for professors 
and classes. 


The fee for this Examination is 1 Guinea, which amount should 
be forwarded, with the printed form of application for admission 
(obtainable from the Seeretary), at least three days before the date of 
examination. If the applicant become a Student, this fee is considered 
as part payment of the entrance fee of 2 Guineas. 


The appointment of Students to the various Professors is left 
absolutely to the diseretion of the Principal, who, however, as far as 
possible, endeavours to meet the wishes of Students in this respect. 


Students are not admitted for a shorter period than three Terms, 
nor, except as stated in the following paragraph, for less than the 
ordinary eurrieulum. 


A limited number of Wind Instrument Students are received for 
a modified course of study at a proportionately lower fee. (See p. 21.) 


To obtain the highest awards of the Academy, a course of at least 
three years' study is requisite. 
At least fourteen days’ notice of the removal of a Student is required. 


Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary, the fees 
for half a Term shall be payable. 


There is no limit to the age of Paying Students. 


It is open to any person to assist Students by paying the whole or 
à portion of their fees, by subscribing to the Fund established for 
that purpose (see p. 84), or by founding Exhibitions, &c. 


Persons residing at a distance from London may obtain informa- 
tion and advice respecting the Academy from any of the Honorary 
Local Representatives.

A class for the special study of Pianoforte Accompaniment is open 
to all students with the approval of the Principal. 

Lectures on the History of Music and Musicians are given weekly 
(on Wednesdays from 8 to 4) throughout Michaelmas and Lent Terms. 
Students and Members are admitted to these lectures without charge. 

Students areusuallyrequired toattendon threeorfour days per week, 
and for the greater part of the day. Lessons are given between 9 a.m.and 
(p.m. In no case can Students be accepted for evening lessons only. 

From the above list of Subjects a Student may adopt the following 
ordinary course of study, or such portion thereof as the Principal may 
approve.

4.—Sight Singing and Musical Dictation—One hour's lesson per 
week, in class. 

5.—Diction (for Students whose Principal Study is Singing)— 
One hour per week, in class. 

6.—Choir Training (for Students whose principal study is Organ- 
playing) —One hour per week, in class. 

7.—Orchestral Practice—Five hours per week, if sufficiently 
advanced. 

Attendance at the above classes is obligatory, except under special 
circumstances and with the written permission of the Principal or Curator. 

8.— Ensemble Playing—Six hours per week, if approved by the 
Principal. 

9.—Lectures on Music and Musicians—From time to time, as 
announced by the Committee. 

10.— Wind Instrument Students accepted under the arrangement 
referred to on page 19 receive two individual lessons of thirty 
minutes per week on their respectiveinstruments, one hour’s lesson per 
week in Harmony, in class, and have the privilege of attending the 
Sight Singing and Ensemble Classes and Orchestral Practices. 
Attendance at the classes numbered 8 and 9 is not obligatory. 
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The Subjects printed in italics in the list on p. 20 are extra 
to the ordinary course of study. Attendance at the classes in which 
they are taught is therefore optional, and an additional fee is charged 
to those Students who join them, with the exception that Students 
whose Prineipal Study is Singing are not required to pay the 
additional fee for the Dietion Class. Certain of these subjects 
may, however, with the sanetion of the Prineipal, be adopted as 
Second Stndy.

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REPORTS. 

A report on the progress of each Student is made annually by the 
Professors concerned, and is transmitted by the Principal to the parents 
or guardians of the Student. Special reports ofa similar character are 
made when desirable. 


SUB-PROFESSORSHIPS. 

All Students are taught with a view to the possibility of their 
becoming teachers, and, asa mark of particular distinetion, advanced 
Students are appointed Sub-Professors and are required to give 
instruetion in the Academy under the supervision of their own Pro- 
fessors. This appointment is for a period not exceeding three years, 
and is relinquished if the Student leave the Academy before the 
expiration of the period. 


EXAMINATION ON LEAVING, DISTINCTIONS, ἃς. 

On leaving the Institution, Students who have attended more 
than three Terms may be examined by the Principal. If the 
examination prove satisfactory they receive a Certificate of their 
qualification as teacher, performer, or both; and such Students 
as show special merit and ability at this examination are eligible, 
on the recommendation of the Committee of Management, to 
receive the distinction of being elected, by the Directors, Associates 
of the Institution, with the privilege of the use after their names of 
the letters A.R.A.M. (See Regulation (a), p. 26.) 

Students who distinguish themselves in the Musical Profession 
after quitting the Institution may, on the recommendation of the 
Committee of Management, be elected, by the Directors, Associates 
or Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, with the privilege of the 
use after their names of the letters A.R.A.M. and F.R.A.M. respectively, 

No Student, nor any Past Student not being an Associate or 
Fellow of the Academy, is under any circumstances entitled to use 
these distinguishing letters. 

No Student is allowed to take part in any public performance, or 
publish any composition, or enter into any professional engagement, 
without the permission of the Principal. 


CONCERTS, OPERATIC AND DRAMATIC 
PERFORMANCES. 

Evidence of the progress made by the Students is given at the 
Fortnightly Concerts held during Term time in the Academy, and by 
Public Chamber and Orchestral Concerts given twice every Term in such 
Metropolitan Concert Hall as the Committee may select. Friends 
of Students and Subscribers to the Institution receive tickets for these 
Concerts. 

From time to time since the year 1828 public performances of 
Opera have been given by the Students, both at the Academy 
and in Metropolitan Theatres. The list for the last ten years com- 
prises selections from fifty-six operas, and the performance of six 
complete works.

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THE ANGELINA GOETZ LIBRARY. 
(Founded by Miss Alice and Messrs. Ludovie and Charles Goetz, 1908, 
in Memory of their Mother.) 

This library eontains about 850 scores of modern works. By the 
Deed of Gift it is provided that ‘‘ all members of the Corporate Body 
and Students in the R. A.M. and any other person who has the special 
permission of either of the Donors, the Principal, Curator, or Secretary 
of the Academy, shall have access during Term time, from 10 to 5 
daily, except on Saturdays, when the Library is closed at 1 o'clock." 


THE LENDING LIBRARY. 

The Musie Library, which has been enriched by a large 
number of Orchestral Scores, the gift of Messrs. Novello & Co., Ltd., 
is open for the use of Students, who are responsible for works which 
they borrow, and liable for any loss or damage of the same. 

The Royal Academy of Music has received a welcome gift in the 
form of some 200 volumes of Music, chiefly consisting of old church 
music and modern operas of the French School. This was the bulk 
of the library formed by the late Arthur Prendergast, and it includes 
nearly the entire vocal and instrumental works of Charles Gounod, 
Ballets by Délibes, Widor, &e., Operas by Rubinstein, Meyerbeer, 
Wagner, Mozart, Gluck and many others. The chureh musie 
comprises, besides the Masses of Haydn, Mozart and Cherubini, many 
volumes of Anthems and Services by the great English Church 
composers. 


LODGINGS FOR STUDENTS. 
There is no accommodation in the Academy for resident Students. 
For the convenience of Parents, Guardians, and Students, a list of 
persons who are desirous of receiving Students as boarders, and who 
have given references as to their fitness and respectability, is kept. 
This list is open to inspection at all times, and a copy thereof will be 


sent to the parents or friends of intending Students on application to 
the Seeretary. 


LUNCHEONS, &c. 

Arrangements are made for the supply of luncheons, teas, and 
light refreshments, under the supervision of the House Committee 
and the Secretary, and, as nearly as possible, at cost price. 

STUDENTS' PRACTICE. 

Owing to want of space, general practice cannot be permitted at 
the Academy. Two practice organs have, however, been erected for the 
convenience of Students, and certain rooms with pianofortes are placed 
at their disposal for private practice, when convenient.

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BYE-LAWS RELATING TO DISTINCTIONS. 


(a).— Students who show special merit and ability in the examination 
referred to in Regulation XV. of the Committee of Manage- 
ment shall—upon production to the Directors of a Certificate 
signed by the Chairman of the Committee or by the Prineipal 
Music Professor to that effect, and also showing that the said 
Students passed the said Examination on, or, as the ease may 
be, during the term next after, leaving the Academy, or at 
such later date as the Directors in their diseretion shall deeide 
— receive the additional distinction of being elected, by the 
Directors, Associates of the Institution. 


(6). —Past Students who have distinguished themselves in any 
of the subjects which form part of the course of study at the 
Academy, but who have not passed any such examination as 
aforesaid, may also, upon the recommendation of the Committee 
of Management, be elected by the Directors Associates of the 


Institution.

THE METROPOLITAN EXAMINATION. 


An Examination, independent of Academy teaching, of Musical 
Composers, Performers, and Teachers, is held at the Academy twice 
a year—viz., during the Summer and Christmas Vacations. Successful 
candidates thereat are created, by the Directors, Licentiates of the 
Royal Academy of Music, with the exclusive right to the use after 
their names of the initials L.R.A.M., and receive Diplomas, signed 
by the Principal and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musieal 
profession in which, respectively, they have been examined. 

During the last ten years 10,440 Candidates have presented 
themselves for this examination, of whom an average of 29:65 per 
cent. have passed. 

The Syllabus of the next Examination, and all further information 
relating thereto, may be obtained from the Secretary on application. 

The last day on which names and exercises can be received will 
be, for the First Period, June 30; and, for the Second Period, 
October 81. 

The Syllabus of the L.R.A.M. Examination is published annually 
at Easter, and will be sent on application at that time or after. Each 


syllabus applies to the Examination held at the following Michaelmas 
and Christmas. 


An Examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for Children is now 
established. The said Examination is held at the Royal Academy of 
Music, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age, and whether 
educated at the Academy or elsewhere. The Examination is held twice 
a year during the Academy Summer and Christmas Vacations. The fee 
payable is £3 3s., and successful candidates receive a certificate of pro- 
ficiency. Asa preparation for the above-named Examination, courses 
of Lectures are given atthe Academy periodically. These Lectures are 
open to students and non-students on payment of a small fee.

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SPECIAL TRAINING COURSE FOR 


TEACHERS. 


THIS Course has been instituted to meet the increased and increasing 


demands made upon the teachers of to-day, with the purpose of enabling those 
persons already advanced as performers to obtain that special equipment which 
is now being recognised as essential to the proper and adequate discharge of 
the duties of a teacher. It has been designed with the further object of showing 
the extreme importance of GENERAL MUSICIANSHIP (comprising Ear- 
training, a knowledge of the methods of dealing with School Class-Singing, and 


the practical application of Harmony-Study) in relation to all work on the 
pianoforte side. 


The Course consists of a series of Lecture-Lessons by specialists in the 
following subjects :— 
(lI. The fundamentals of teaching Pianoforte Technique and Inter” 
pretation (elementary and advanced). 
(II) Tonality and Notation, 
HI.) The teaching of Ear-Training and Sight-Singing. 
(IV.) Aural and Keyboard Harmony-Study. 
(V.) Musical Analysis (including the study of Form and of the 
characteristics of Music of various periods). 
(VI.) Class-Singing and Voice-Production for Children. 
(ҮП.) Phrasing as conditioned by ‘Construction. 
(VIIL) Elementary Psychology as applied to teaching. 


The Course will also include one individual lesson per week in Pianoforte 


Playing. Although this is optional,* it is desirable that those entering for the 
Course shall take this weekly lesson. 


All the above-named Lecture-Lessons are designed with the primary object 
of being a TRAINING IN TEACHING, and students attending them may 


from time to time be called upon to give practical demonstration of points 
specified by the Lecturers. 


The fee for the Teachers' Training Course (to include all Lecture-Lessons 
and, in addition, one lesson per week in Pianoforte-Playing) is Twelve guineas 
(£12 12s. 04.) per term. 

The fee for the above Course (excluding the lesson in Pianoforte- Playing) 
is eight guineas (£8 8s. Od.) per term. 


In addition, there is an entrance fee of two guineas. This entrance fee is 
not required from Students already in the Academy. 


Persons who are exempt from attendance at the lectures on Ear-Training 
and Voice-Culture will pay two guineas less per term. 


Persons already taking the ordinary Students’ Course in the Royal 
Academy of Musie, may attend SINGLE COURSES of Lecture-Lessons in 
any of the subjects named by special arrangement (for fees see other side) ; 
but only those taking the whole year's Course in all these subjects will be 
eligible for the special Examination.

SPECIAL TEACHERS' EXAMINATION. ] 
(See Special Syllabus.) 


In the autumn following each yearly course of study an Examination will 
be held. Those reaching the required standard in the various subjects of 
examination will be recommended to the Directors of the Academy for the 
distinetion of ASSOCIATE OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY OF MUSIC, with 
the privilege of the use after their names of the letters A.R. A.M. 


Attendance during at least one complete year of the Special Training Course 
(three terms) is necessary before a student is eligible for this Examination. 


Persons who hold the Certificate of Merit of the Royal Academy of Music 
in Pianoforte-Playing, or who are Licentiates of the Academy in that subject, 
are exempt from the SOLO-PLAYING portion of the above-named Examination, 
but must submit to all the other specified tests. Similarly persons who hold a 
certificate in Voice-Culture, Sight-Singing and Ear-Training granted by the 
Royal Academy of Music in 1911, or later, will be exempt from the tests in 
those subjects and from attendance at the lectures thereon. Such persons will 
pay reduced fees. 


The XZxamination will be based upon the matters detailed in the 
Synopses, and will also include the performance of contrasted movements 
selected by the candidates from the list of works announced for this purpose 
in the Special Examination Syllabus, except for candidates exempted in 


accordance with previous paragraph. 


Тһе Examination will be partly viva voce, and partly by means of papers. 
The Viva Voce Examinations will be conducted by Boards of not less than two 
examiners. Ample time will be given for the working of the various papers. 


The fee for the whole examination is Ten guineas, and the last date for 
entry will be one month before the date of examination in the Autumn of 1913, 
as announced in the Special Examination Syllabus. 


The Syllabus of the Special Examination referred to in the foregoing

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A SHORT HISTORY 


OF THE 


Royal Academy of Music. 


> 


Tuis Royal and National Institution, founded in the year 1822, through 
the patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh 
Karl of Westmorland, was opened to the public on March 24, 
1823, under the direct patronage of His Majesty King George IV., 
whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual donation of 
one hundred guineas. One of the last official acts of the monarch 
was the signing, on June 23, 1830, only three days before his death, 
of the Charter granted to the School. His suecessor, King William IV., 
was also a Patron of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary con- 
tribution to its funds. In 1884, by his royal command, the proceeds 
of the Handel Festival held in Westminster Abbey, at which 
the students of the Academy took part in the performance of ** Israel 
in Egypt," were divided equally between the Royal Society of 
Musicians of Great Britain, the Choral Fund, the New Musical Fund, 
and the Royal Academy of Music, the Academy benefiting thereby to 
the extent of £2,250. 

Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, on her accession to the throne 
in 1837, graciously continued the patronage and support extended 
to the Academy by her two predecessors, and, together with the late 
Prince Consort, honoured with her presence a Concert which was 
eiven for the benefit of the School in 1858. 

While Prince and Princess of Wales, His late Majesty King 
Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra conferred the highest distinetion 
upon the Academy by graciously attending, in person, the Distribution 
of Prizes їп St. James’s Hall in the year 1897, and the Sovereign 
still bestows the unbroken interest and Royal support which the 
Institution has enjoyed since its foundation. 

On the lamented death of H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious accept- 
ance of the Presidentship by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and 
Strathearn. 

The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “to 
promote the Cultivation of the Science of Music, and to afford facilities 
for attaining perfection in it by assisting with general instruetion all 
persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof.” 

During the early part of its career, ‘‘ Academic ’’ Concerts for the 
benefit of the Institution were given by the Directors, in which, 
although the celebrated artists and musicians of the day contributed 
largely to the programmes, the orchestral class and a few of the 
more prominent students of singing took part. But it is worthy of 
mention that, as early as 1828, the Royal Academy of Music Students 
were permitted to give a Concert before King George IV. in St. James’s 
Palace. In the same, and also in the following year, a series of Italian 
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Operas (the vocalists аз well as the orchestra being composed entirely 
of Royal Academy of Musie Students) took place in the English Opera 
House and King's Theatre; «Il Barbiére,”’ “ L'Inganno Felice," 
‘“ L'Italiana in Algeria," «Il Matrimonio Segreto,” and « Così fan 
Tutte” being the operas performed. The third and fourth perform- 
ances in England of Beethoven’s N inth Symphony were given in 1835 
and 1836, under the direction of Mr. Charles Lucas; also the first 
performance in England of Haydn's “ Seasons.” Ав the School 
developed, these performances were continued—first in the Hanover 
Square Rooms, and afterwards in St. James’s Hall, Piccadilly, and 
Queen’s Hall. Thus for many years the Students have been 
constantly before the public. 

Since 1868 the number of Students has annually increased, and, 
as occasion demanded, additions to the building have been made. 
The concert room was enlarged to its present dimensions, and the 
lease of No. 5, Tenterden Street acquired, in 1876. Subsequently, а 
house in the adjoining street was taken, and again, in 1892, it was 
found necessary to add yet another house (No. 6, Tenterden Street) 
to those already occupied. 

Theeurrieulum, which includes tuitionin all branchesof music ‚апа 


.the study of elocution and languages, is comprehensive and complete. 


The School has, sinee its foundation, never failed to retain its 
leading position, and within recent years the educational course has 
been augmented by the institution of the sight-reading classes: 
the operatic and dramatic classes; classes for ensemble practice; 
the students’ fortnightly concerts; weekly lectures; and the addition 
of deportment, stage-dancing, fencing, and physieal drill elasses. 

Owing to the great and increasing interest taken in the Dramatie 
Class, and the marked ability displayed by many of the Students in 
acting and elocution, the Committee have, with a view to the further 
encouragement of these Arts, decided to permit each of them to be 
made a subject of principal study in eonnection with a suitable musical 
curriculum in either case. 

For many years the Royal Academy of Musie held Local 
Examinations throughout the kingdom, which were popular and 
luerative. In order, however, to raise the standard of these exami- 
nations, and assist the publie towards the elimination of defective 
instruction in musie, the Royal Academy of Music entered into 
negotiations with the Royal College of Musie for combined action in 
the matter. These negotiations happily resulted in a union of the 
forces of the two Institutions for the purposes of Local Examinations 
in Musie, and the formation, in the year 1889, of the “ Associated 
Board,’’ under the Presidency of His late Majesty King Edward Vit, 
then Prince of Wales, 

The work of the “ Associated Board ” of the two great Chartered 
Schools of Music has produced excellent results. The scheme 
includes the Local Examination of Schools, as well as ««Τιοσα] Centre " 
Examinations, and has recently been extended to the Colonies. 

The Academy continues its own separate Examination in London 
(independent of Academy Teaching) of Music Teachers and Performers. 
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This is known as the ‘‘ Metropolitan Examination." Successful 
Candidates at this Examination, which inereases annually in popular 
estimation, receive Diplomas certifying to their proficiency, and are 
ereated, by the Directors, Licentiates of the Royal Academy of Music. 


A special training course for teachers has been instituted 
to meet the increased and increasing demands made upon the teachers 
of to-day, with the purpose of enabling those persons already advanced 
as performers to obtain that special equipment which is now being 
recognised as essential to the proper and adequate discharge of the 
duties of a teacher. It has been designed with the further object of 
showing the extreme importance of General Musicianship (comprising 
Ear-training, a knowledge of the methods of dealing with School Class- 
Singing, and the practical application of Harmony-Study) in relation 
to all work on the instrumental side. Successful candidates at the 
examination held in connection with this Course receive the distinction 
of Associateship (A.R.A.M.). 


Throughout the period extending from March, 1823, to July, 
1911, the work ofthe Academy had been carried on at Tenterden 
Street, Hanover Square, beginning with one house and adding 
others as the number of pupils increased, until at last six 
houses were absorbed and no further extension could be made. 
The need for more commodious and more suitable premises 
having become urgent, the Directors secured a new site in the 
Marylebone Road, and the foundation stone of the new building 
was laid by Lord Strathcona on July 14,1910. The building is 
now completed, and the work of the Academy was transferred 
to it in time to commence the new session ät Michaelmas, 
1911. The new Academy is central and easily reached ; it is 
near the termini of three main lines (viz, Great Western, 
Great Central, and London and North Western Railways), and 
is conveniently situated also for access by various “ Tubes” 
and omnibus services. 


Though they cannot forsake the old home of the Academy 
without feelings of regret, the Governing Bodies feel much 
gratification in being able to provide a building specially 
designed for the work of the School and affording the professors 
and students ample accommodation for carrying on their 
studies under better conditions than were obtainable in the old 
building.

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CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT. 


The Academy is incorporated by Royal Charter, granted June 28, 
1830, and, as provided therein, is governed by а President, four Vice- 
Presidents, Board of Directors, Committee of Management, Chairman, 
and Treasurer, all of whom are elected from among the members of 
the body corporate. Acting under these are the House Committee, 
the Principal, and the executive officials. 

Membership in the Corporation is unlimited, and all classes of 
Subscribing Members are eligible for election on the Directorate and 
the Committee of Management.

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SCHOLARSHIPS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The holder of any Scholarship or Exhibition is ineligible for 
future competitions for that particular Scholarship or Exhibition. 

There are fifty-four Scholarships and Exhibitions in active 
operation at present. They are obtainable by competition only, and, 
except where the contrary is stated, both Students and Non- 
students are eligible. As a rule, they are tenable for three years ; but 
the conditions of competition and tenure vary in accordance with the 
wishes of the respective founders. Full particulars and entry forms 
are obtainable on applieation to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to 
the competitions. The holder of a Scholarship or Exhibition is, 
during the tenure of the same, ineligible to compete for any other 
Scholarship or Exhibition. The holder of a Scholarship is subject 
to periodical examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress be not 
given, the Committee may declare the Seholarship vaeant, and hold 
a new election for the residue of the term thereof. The Scholarships

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PAYING STUDENTS. 


Ordinary Paying Students are admitted at the commencement of 
each Term and Half-Term. Before entering, they are examined by the 
Prineipal or Curator. 


This Examination is in no sense competitive, and persons are 
accepted as Students provided they give evidence of careful pre- 
liminary training or of sufficient natural ability. The objects of 
the Examination are (1) to enable the Prineipal to judge as to the 
general fitness of a candidate for acceptance as а Student: (2) to 
ascertain the degree of profieiency already attained by the candidate; 
and (3), if accepted, to make the necessary arrangements for professors 
and classes. 


The fee for this Examination is 1 Guinea, which amount should 
oe forwarded, with the printed form of application for admission 
(obtainable from the Secretary), at least three days before the date of 
examination. If the applicant become a Student, this fee is considered 
as part payment of the entrance fee of 2 Guineas. 


The appointment of Students to the various Professors is left 
absolutely to the discretion of the Principal, who, however, as far as 
possible, endeavours to meet the wishes of Students in this respect. 


Students are not admitted for a shorter period than three Terms, 
nor, except as stated in the following paragraph, for less than the 
ordinary curriculum. 


A limited number of Wind Instrument Students are received for 
a modified course of study at a proportionately lower fee. (See p. 21.) 


To obtain the highest awards of the Academy, a course of at least, 
three years’ study is requisite. 


At least fourteen days’ notice of the removal of a Studentisrequired. 


Failing the due receipt of such notice by the Secretary, the fees 
for half a Term shall be payable. 


There is no limit to the age of Paying Students. 


It is open to any person to assist Students by paying the whole or 
a portion of their fees, by subscribing to the Fund established for 
that purpose (see p. 34), or by founding Exhibitions, &c. 


Persons residing at a distance from London may obtain informa-

Students and Members are admitted to these lectures without charge. 

Students areusuallyrequired toattend on threeorfour days per week, 
and for the greater part of the day. Lessons are given between 9 a.m.and 
(p.m. In no case can Students be accepted for evening lessons only. 

From the above list of Subjects a Student may adopt the following 
ordinary course of study, or such portion thereof as the Principal may 
approve.

Attendance at the above classes is obligatory, except under special 
circumstances and with the written permission of the Principal or Curator. 

8.— Ensemble Playing—Six hours per week, if approved by the 
Principal. 

9.—Lectures on Music and Musicians—From time to time, as 
announced by the Committee. 

10.— Wind Instrument Students accepted under the arrangement 
referred to on page 19 receive two individual lessons of thirty 
minutes per week on their respectiveinstruments, one hour’slesson per 
week in Harmony, in class, and have the privilege of attending the 
Sight Singing and Ensemble Classes and Orchestral Practices, 

Attendance at the classes numbered 8 and 9 is not obligatory. 
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The Subjects printed in italics in the list on p. 20 are extra 
to the ordinary course of study. Attendance at the classes in which 
they are taught is therefore optional, and an additional fee 1s charged 
to those Students who join them, with the exception that Students 
whose Prineipal Study is Singing are not required to pay the 
additional fee for the Diction Class. Certain of these subjects 
may, however, with the sanction of the Principal, be adopted as 
Second Study.

The Academic Year runs from Michaelmas to the end of July, 
and is divided into three Terms of about twelve weeks each (86 weeks 
in all), with intervening vacations at Christmas and Easter.

ANNUAL EXAMINATION OF STUDENTS.

These 
examinations are conducted by Boards of Examiners appointed by the 
Committee of Management. | 
To such Students as show sufficient progress, awards are made as 
follows: 
For Prineipal Studies, Harmony, Sight Singing, Elocution, and 
Opera and Drama — 
To Students of one or more years’ standing, Commendation or 
Bronze Medals. 
To Students of two or more years’ standing, who have already 
taken bronze medals, Silver Medals. 
To Students of three or more years’ standing, who have already 
taken silver medals, Certificates of Merit. 
For Languages, Prize Books. 
For Second Studies, ** Honourable Mention."

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REPORTS. 


A report on the progress of each Student is made annually by the 
Professors concerned, and is transmitted ϱΥ the Principal to the parents 
or guardians of the Student. Special reports of a similar character are 
made when desirable. 


SUB-PROFESSORSHIPS. 

All Students are taught with a view to the possibility of their 
becoming teachers, and, as а mark of particular distinction, advanced 
Students are appointed Sub-Professors and are required to give 
instruction in the Academy under the supervision of their own Pro- 
fessors. This appointment is for a period not exceeding three years, 
and is relinquished if the Student leave the Academy before the 
expiration of the period. 


EXAMINATION ON LEAVING, DISTINCTIONS, &c. 

On leaving the Institution, Students who have attended more 
than three Terms may be examined by the Principal. If the 
examination prove satisfactory they receive а Certificate of their 
qualifieation as teacher, performer, or both; and such Students 
as show speeial merit and ability at this examination are eligible, 
on ihe recommendation of the Committee of Management, to 
receive the distinction of being elected, by the Directors, Associates 
of the Institution, with the privilege of the use after their names of 
the letters A.R.A.M. (See Regulation (a), p. 26.) 

Students who distinguish themselves in the Musical Profession 
after quitting the Institution may, on the recommendation of the 
Committee of Management, be elected, by the Directors, Associates 
or Fellows of the Royal Academy of Music, with the privilege of the 
use after their names of the letters A.R. A.M. and F.R.A.M. respectively. 

No Student, nor any Past Student not being an Associate or 
Fellow of the Academy, is under any circumstances entitled to use 
these distinguishing letters. 

No Student is allowed to take part in any public performance, or 
publish any eomposition, or enter into any professional engagement, 
without the permission of the Principal. 


CONCERTS, OPERATIC AND DRAMATIC 
PERFORMANCES. 

Evidence of the progress made by the Students is given at the 
Fortnightly Concerts held during Term time in the Academy, and by 
Public Chamber and Orchestral Concerts given twice every Term in such 
Metropolitan Concert Hall as the Committee may select. Friends 
of Students and Subscribers to the Institution receive tickets for these 
Concerts. 

From time to time since the year 1828 publie performances of 
Opera have been given by the Students, both at the Academy 
and in Metropolitan Theatres. The list for the last ten years com- 
prises selections from fifty-six operas, and the performance of six 
complete works. 
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THE ANGELINA GOETZ LIBRARY. 


(Founded by Miss Alice and Messrs. Ludovie and Charles Goetz, 1908, 


in Memory of their Mother.) 

This library contains about 850 scores of modern works. By the 
Deed of Gift it is provided that ** all members of the Corporate Body 
and Students in the R.A.M. and any other person who has the special 
permission of either of the Donors, the Prineipal, Curator, or Secretary 
of the Academy, shall have access during Term time, from 10 to 5 
daily, except on Saturdays, when the Library is closed at 1 o'clock." 


THE LENDING LIBRARY. 

The Musie Library, which has been enriched by a large 
number of Orchestral Scores, the gift of Messrs. Novello & Co., Ltd., 
is open for the use of Students, who are responsible for works which 
they borrow, and liable for any loss or damage of the same. 

The Royal Academy of Music has received a welcome gift in the 
form of some 200 volumes of Musie, chiefly consisting of old church 
music and modern operas of the French School. This was the bulk 
of the library formed by the late Arthur Prendergast, and it includes 
nearly the entire voeal and instrumental works of Charles Gounod, 
Ballets by Délibes, Widor, &c., Operas by Rubinstein, Meyerbeer, 
Wagner, Mozart, Gluck and many others. The church music 
comprises, besides the Masses of Haydn, Mozart and Cherubini, many 
volumes of Anthems and Services by the great English Church 
composers. 


LODGINGS FOR STUDENTS. 
There is no accommodation in the Academy forresident Students. 
For the convenience of Parents, Guardians, and Students, a list of 
persons who are desirous of receiving Students as boarders, and who 


have given references as to their fitness and respectability, is kept. 


This list is open to inspection at all times, and a copy thereof will be 
sent to the parents or friends of intending Students on application to 


the Secretary. 


LUNCHEONS, &c. 
Arrangements are made for the supply of luncheons, teas, and 
light refreshments, under the supervision of the House Committee 
and the Secretary, and, as nearly as possible, at cost price. | 


STUDENTS’ PRACTICE. 
Owing to want of space, general practice cannot be permitted at 
the Academy. Two practice organs have, however, been erected for the 


‚convenience of Students, and certain rooms with pianofortes are placed 
-at their disposal for private practice, when convenient.

THE METROPOLITAN EXAMINATION. 


An Examination, independent of Academy teaching, of Musical 
Composers, Performers, and Teachers, is held at the Academy twice 
a year—viz., during the Summer and Christmas Vacations. Successful 
candidates thereat are created, by the Directors, Licentiates of the 
Royal Academy of Music, with the exclusive right to the use after 
their names of the initials L.R.A.M., and receive Diplomas, signed 
by the Prineipal and by one of the Directors, to the effect that they 
are judged to be fully qualified for the branches of the musical 
profession in which, respectively, they have been examined. 

During the last ten years 10,440 Candidates have presented 
themselves for this examination, of whom an average of 29:65 per 
cent. have passed. 

The Syllabus of the next Examination, and all further information 
relating thereto, may be obtained from the Secretary on application. 

The last day on which names and exercises can be received will 
be, for the First Period, June 80; and, for the Second Period, 
October 81. 

The Syllabus of the L.R.A.M. Examination is published annually 
at Easter, and will be sent on application at that time or after. Each 
syllabus applies to the Examination held at the following Michaelmas 
and Christmas. 


Àn Examination of persons who are, or desire to become, engaged 
in Voice Culture and the Teaching of Class Singing for Children is now 
established. The said Examination is held at the Royal Academy of 
Musie, and is open to all persons, irrespective of age, and whether 
educated at the Academy or elsewhere. The Examination is held twice 
a year during the Academy Summer and Christmas Vacations. The fee 
payable is £3 3s., and successful candidates receive a certificate of pro- 
ficiency. Asa preparation for the above-named Examination, courses 
of Lectures are given atthe Academy periodically. These Lectures are 
open to students and non-students on payment of a small fee.
